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Counting the Final Cost 


ESTIMATING is a highly skilled job. Difficulties occur even 
when full documentation, including adequate drawings 
and bills of quantities, is forthcoming. In the absence of 
these details the difficulties multiply more than propor- 
tionately. Even so, it is disturbing to read of the 
differences between precept and practice on _ public 
schemes as revealed by the Committee on Public Accounts. 
A summary of the report of the committee, presided over 
by MR. HAROLD WILSON, who is not unacquainted with 
building matters, was reproduced in our issue of 
August 12. 

The Ministries of Transport, Works and Health all 
come in for criticism, particularly the Ministry of Trans- 
port, which is not altogether surprising in view of the 
attention that road policy is receiving. The committee 
make full allowance for the difficulty of estimating for 
major road schemes for which there have been few, if 
any, precedents. But they doubt whether effective 
Treasury financial control can be exercised when estimates 
are admitted to be no more than ‘ inspired guesses.’ Thus 
the estimated cost of the first section of the Ml rose 
from £16.4m. to something like £20m. The Ministry 
of Works first put the cost of a research establishment 
at £10.9m., whereas three and a half years later they 
were thinking in terms of £25m. But perhaps the most 
startling discrepancy concerned the reconstruction of a 


teaching hospital. The original estimate was for £80,000, 
but it was not until the structure had been opened that 
weaknesses were found that left no doubt that new build- 
ing, rather than reconstruction, would be more satisfac- 
tory and no more costly. Some £41,000, the cost of the 
abortive scheme, could, it seems, have been saved by 
expert superficial examination at the outset. 

The ill effects arising from such miscalculations can be 
considerable. The doubts they create are not confined 
to those immediately responsible, professional staff or 
otherwise. They provide, as the committee indicate, a 
completely false picture of forthcoming public expendi- 
ture, and they certainly help to explain the host of 
supplementary departmental estimates that appear so 
regularly as Budget Day approaches. Moreover, if an all- 
party committee of MPs can point to such estimating 
errors where private contractors are ultimately to be 
employed, what of direct labour departments? An 
inherent tendency to underestimate must surely under- 
mine any safeguard that such departments should tender 
in competition with private contractors. Nor is this all. 
A totally false impression is given of building costs. 
Public opinion, being what it is, is liable to blame the 
contractor for any increases in final costs over the original 
estimates, notwithstanding that the latter may be 
‘inspired guesses’ at the very best. In point of fact, the

steadiness of building costs during the past few years 
has been a potent factor in the stability of prices generally; 
indeed, some astute observers are being led to question 
whether building costs are not now too low.

Redevelopment at Edinburgh; A Plan for Piccadilly ; 


FOR A CITY that has always taken pride 
in generous patronage of the arts, Edin- 
burgh does some odd things.

AT FIRST SIGHT the competition sponsored 
by the ‘Star’ newspaper for the re-de- 
velopment of the Piccadilly Circus area 
seems both enterprising and useful. Study 
of the conditions (abstracted on page 326) 
supports primarily the enterprise of the 
idea. To throw open only to students of 
architecture and town planning a problem 
demanding for a practicable solution very 
considerable research is to limit its use- 
fulness.

Mr. G. H. A. Hughes Retires 


ON AUGUST 31, sixteen years to the day 
from taking up in 1944 the appointment, 
Mr. G. H. A. Hughes retires as Director 
of the London Master Builders’ Associa 
tion, a post he has held with distinction 
during a period in which building, as so 
many other sides of the national life, has 
seen enormous changes. ‘GHA’ came to 
London after 15 years as director of the 
Eastern Federation, and at once began a 
campaign for unity among building 
employers. As he wrote in our columns 
shortly after becoming LMBA Director: 
‘We have great and responsible tasks 
ahead of our trade—let us unite to 
that we are enabled to fulfil them.’ 
Mr. Hughes has brought many qualities 
to what had become his life’s work 
among them a sense of propriety and an 
ability to speak well and to the point. 
He has been a particular friend to the 
Association’s _ peripheral connections, 
especially to the London Builders’ Fore 
men. His work in a wider sphere was 
recognised by the conferment of the OBE 
in the Birthday Honours, 1953. He was 
President of the Institute of Arbitrators 
1958-59. With Mrs. Hughes, who has 
made such a personal contribution to 
LMBA social affairs, he moves to East 
bourne next month. The LMBA are pro- 
posing to honour Mr. Hughes by making 
him their guest at a cocktail party in 
Carpenters’ Hall on November 10.

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Current Exhibitions 


John Ruskin; The Central Line Diamond Jubilee 


THE TIMING of the Arts Council’s exhibition of Ruskin drawings 
(St. James’s Square gallery until August 24) is not the least of 
its usefulness and interest, writes Basil Marriott. The multi- 
tudes flocking to the Picasso Exhibition—-from mixed motives 
touched on in a recent note here—might consider Ruskin 
small, and stale, beer; but a minority will welcome the 
opportunity to reassess an enigmatic, controversial and tragic 
personality, in whom the whole public attitude towards art 
criticism comes to a head. 

Naturally the exhibition demonstrates Ruskin as artist, 
neither more nor less competent technically than the gifted 
amateur of his time. But—to forestall those still unaccount- 
ably harbouring the contempt and even hatred of successive 
generations for Ruskin as writer and critic, who may feel their 
judgment borne out by this fact—the technical achievement 
of a critic is really irrelevant. His claims lie elsewhere ; in 
being able to distinguish what he likes from what he knows 
to be good of its kind. For this, he must at least have tried 
his hand, trained or otherwise, at doing it. 

Ruskin went further; the sheer love of what caught his 
inner eye, and the pleasure of recording it, outweigh other 
considerations. Sir Kenneth Clark, in his foreword to the 
catalogue, pertinently contrasts Ruskin the artist’s humility in 
this with the arrogance and vehemence of Ruskin the critic. 


The Drawings 


The sources for the selection are mainly the Ashmolean 
(Ruskin School Collection) and Education Trust Ltd. (Bem 
bridge School, IoW), with other University and private addi- 
tions. In the architectural works, one might not go all the 
way with the foreword’s description of some of the most 
beautiful records ever made (the fragments seldom pull, and 
often hardly hang, together) but few will disagree that when

Ruskin’s faith-hungry eye was focused on works of art the 
feeling of organic nature was never lost. 

It was, however, clearly only after the ‘ revelation’ described 
in ‘ Praeterita’ that he realized the inadequacy of his Italian 
studies in face of a naturism which was the beginning of a 
new life and vision—and perhaps even of its tragic end, as I 
shall venture to suggest in conclusion. 

Ruskin’s almost obsessive regard for Turner is echoed in 
such pointers as nos. 10 and 12, and an on-and-off flirtation 
with the pre-Raphaelite Brotherhood: but other influences and 
affinities are harder to explain, while being sometimes 
uncannily prophetic, as (in nos. 16 and 17) with Graham 


































































Sutherland. The odd thought is prompted that, five hundred 
years hence, Ruskin as artist might have found in the 
crumbling works of Nervi or Gaudi just that reconciliation of 
organic proliferation with architecture which he sought—though 
what he might have written as their contemporary critic is 
another matter! 

In no. 49, AA members will recognize a compamion-piece to 
that (also of the Scaligeri Tombs) which for years hung in the 
dining room there. At student age, this to me suggested the 
possibilities in a sort of architectonic abstractionism, con- 
firmed when the reality was seen—and indeed became a 
personal wartime responsibility—emerging piecemeal from 
ARP swaddling in Verona! 

In these days of popular psychology, melancholy interest 
will, I think, attach to such meticulous studies as nos. 45 and 
46—of a lichened-brick fragment, and of kingfisher feathers. 
Executed shortly before Ruskin became increasingly disturbed 
in mind, could it not be that their focusing on a sort of 
microcosmic surrealism was symptom of his urge to escape 
from a wider world he felt impotent to tackle or communicate? 
However this may be, the result leaves feelings of indulgence 
and even affection tinged by pity, rather than of contempt or 
anger: a wholesome, if belated, balancer.

Central Line Diamond Jubilee 


SMOKE IN A TUBE TRAIN is something that will make the 
headlines of the evening papers, and this fact is sufficient 
to remind one how much the Tubes are taken for granted 
both from the point of view of safety and also in terms 
of a transport system as a whole. It is unlikely that the 
exhibition to commemorate the existence for sixty years 
of the Central Line will make half as much news, and 
it is-by far the more significant event. This exhibition is 
of photographs of trains and stations both in 1900 and 
1960, and also of models of the new Notting Hill Gate 
and the proposed Oxford Circus stations. It is being held 
in the exhibition space at Charing Cross tube station until 
September 7. 


Influence of Engineering Principles 


One’s first impression is that the design of both the 
trains and the stations has not changed very much between 
these years, but this is simply that certain standards, for 
example the llft. 84in. tube lining, have remained the 
same and for obvious reasons so have certain of the 
engineering principles involved. Looking a little closer, 
it can be seen that the design within these limits has 
entirely altered, the fruity faience work at Notting Hill 
Gate having given way to very clear-cut detailing in the 
new station. The models are of the most up-to-date 
designs of stations and they present the design in the only 
form that makes it possible to understand the complexity 
of the positioning of the tunnels and the passages that 
carry the flow of people to them. While it is difficult to 
evaluate the design of these stations in terms of the flow 
of people simply by looking at the models, it will become 
obvious whether or not operational research techniques 
have been used in their design the first time that they 
carry an exceptional number of people. There are one 
or two points that make one wonder a little; for example, 
there does not seem to be any attempt to distribute people 
evenly from the passageways along the length of the 
platforms. 


The original Notting Hill Gate station symbolises the 


opportunist ‘Twopenny Tube,’ and if 
anything the station at Loughton must 
symbolise an integrated transport system. 
The point is—what comes next? It seems 
that the design for both the Notting Hill 
Gate station and that for Oxford Circus 
have both been evolved without any real 
integration with the overall planning of 
the areas they are to serve. Both simply 
open up to the sidewalks like giant 
vacuum cleaners. The fact that tremen- 
dous queues have formed at Oxford 
Circus in the past when there has been 
some failure of the tube service which, 


besides choking pedestrian movement in 
the area, has also exposed those who have 
to pass the queue to danger from traffic, 
gives some indication of what could 
happen in such cases. It would be com- 
pletely unfair to suggest that the fault is 
entirely that of the designers of the new 
Stations. In many ways it is simply a 
symptom of our age and of our particular 
city where we consider it not as a city 
but as a series of plots of land to be 
developed, and the flow of people and 
traffic as other people’s business.

Milton Abbey School, Dorset 


Chambers's Most Ambitious Domestic Work 


THE 


MANSION OF MILTON ABBAS, DORSET, has been held to be the most 
ambitious of the domestic works of Sir William Chambers. 


Dating from 


1771 and built on the site of 15th-century Abbey buildings, the house now 
contains Milton Abbey School, established there about six years ago, and 
recently the subject of a financial grant made by the Ministry of Works, 
under the provisions of the Historic Buildings and Ancient Monuments Act 


of 1953. 


Accordingly, it may now be visited by the public, and the Abbot’s 


Hall and west wing are open for inspection on payment of Is. fee every day 
(except Mondays and Fridays) until September 3. The following notes have 
been provided by the Ministry and by the consulting architect to the Council 
of the School, Mr. A. R. F. Anderson, FRIBA. 


THE MANSION OF MILTON ABBAS has several 
parallels with the Palace of Westminster. 
Both are grandly articulated buildings by 
masters of the classical ground-plan 
dressed up in the gothic manner. In 
both, a fine medieval hall, sole survivor 
vf the preceding building, is incorporated 
in one side of the scheme. Just as the 
Palace of Westminster lies close beside 
the Abbey of St. Peter, so Milton lies 
close beside the Abbey Church of the 
Benedictines—though the Great Hall was 
that of an abbot, not a king. But here 
the Abbey Church is used as the chapel 
of a boys’ school, though this usage is 
of but a few years’ standing. 


The Abbey of Milton is believed to 
have been founded by King Athelstan in 
the tenth century, either as a thanksgiving 
for winning the battle of Brunenburgh 
or aS a penance for having caused the 
death of his brother. The present 
Georgian gothic house was built in 1771 
by the first Earl of Dorchester on the 
site of the 15th-century Abbey buildings, 
which were then demolished except for 
the fine Hall, with its magnificent ham- 
merbeam roof, which was incorporated 
in the design of the new building. In 
1852 it was sold by the Earl of Portar- 
lington to Baron Hambro of Denmark, 
whose grandson Sir Eric Hambro was 
its last private resident. In 1954 it was 
acquired by the boys’ public school 
which occupies it today. 


Unlike most 18th-century houses, 
Milton Abbas has a courtyard plan. 
Entrance is by a massive ‘ porte-céchére,’ 
copied from a medieval gatehouse, in the 
north side; the Abbot's Hall lies oppo- 
site; and the principal state rooms and 
Staircase are in the west range. The east 
range was gutted by fire in 1956 and has 
been entirely rebuilt inside.

support for James Wyatt’s connection 
with the house, he is believed to have 
been responsible for parts of the interior. 
In 1789-91 he was certainly engaged in 
the restoration of the church. In the 
Hall a much rarer survival even than the 
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handsome roof is the carved 
Ogival screen at the east end.

With its wonderful valley site six miles 
from Blandford, its great church, its 
lakes taking the place of the village no 
longer there, Milton has a quality not 
quite like anything else to which it may 
be compared. Its preservation has been 
strongly supported by the Georgian 
Group. 


Scheme of Proposed Additions 


Mr. A. R. F. Anderson, FRIBA, 
writes: My knowledge of the building 
starts about six years ago when I was 
appointed consulting architect to the 
Council of the school to deal with appro- 
priate alterations and additional ancillary 
buildings, and also to seek a grant under 
the provisions of the 1953 Act. 

In January, 1955, a fire destroyed one 
of the wings, fortunately the least impor- 
tant, and for a while we were primarily 
concerned with restoration and improve 
ments to that part of the building. 
Latterly, we have been concerned with 
maintenance of the fabric and the build- 
ing of masters’ houses and_ technical 
classrooms in the school grounds. The 
executive architect is Mr. F. Aylmer 
Howard, ARIBA, of Blandford, and the 
bulk of the work of restoration and new 
building has been carried out by Messrs. 
John H. Wilson and Sons, Ltd., of Park 
stone, Dorset. It is undoubtedly a most 
interesting mansion as can be seen from 
the aerial view which was taken before 
any of the new buildings were started. 


Milton Abbey, from the air 
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A Prefabricated House by Frank Lloyd Wright

FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT turned out several 
prefabricated designs in the two or three 
years before his death. The characteristic 
traits of Mr Wright's designs are apparent 
from a look at the illustrations of the 
structure designed by him on Staten 
Island, near New York. The _ house 
gets its ground-clinging appearance from 
the horizontal lines of its timber ex- 
terior. This characteristic is repeated 
with a mahogany-boarded treatment of 
the interior walls. 


The house, built on a hillside at Rich- 
mond, Staten Island, has two levels. The 
nain level has 2,500 sq. ft. of living space, 
divided among four bedrooms, two baths, 
powder room, living room, dining area, 
and a combination family room and 
kitchen. The master-bedroom is 16 ft. 
by 20 ft., the others being two of 12 ft. 
by 14 ft. and one 16 ft. by 20 ft. Living 
room is 26 ft. by 20 ft., the dining part 
10 ft. by 12 ft., the family room 12 ft. by 
16 ft. and the kitchen 15 ft. by 14 ft. A 
gallery on one side of the house is 40 ft. 
long. A row of small windows lines the 
gallery, which has mahogany walls. 

The lower level has 1,250 sq. ft. of 
unfinished basement area opening on to 
a spacious terrace measuring 25 ft. by 
10 ft. There is also a 24 ft. by 20 ft. 
carport. 


Constructional Details 
The house was made by Marshall Erd- 
man Association, home prefabricators, in 
Madison, Wisconsin. All components of 
the house, with the exception of the foun- 
dation, the masonry and the heating and 
plumbing system, were made at the Erd-

The exterior of the 103-ft. long house 
is covered with sand-textured masonite 
with mahogany trim. Inside walls are 
faced with 4 in. mahogany plywood in full 
size 4 ft. by 8 ft. sheets, with a somewhat 
smaller mahogany batten also on 16 in. 
vertical centres. 

The ceilings are of plasterboard painted 
with sand-coloured and _ sand-textured 
paint, specified by Wright. The same 
colour and the same textured paint is 
used inside on the walls of family room 
and kitchen, similar in shade to that of 
the painted masonite exterior. 


Fireplace as Focus 

The focal point of the living room is 
an imposing fireplace. It is made of red 
brick with a concrete slab hearth and a 
steel grate. The fireplace has an opening 
that is 56 in. wide by 64 in. high, and 
offers the utmost in heat reflection. 

The kitchen has specially designed 
mahogany cabinets with Formica tops, 
and an island counter for the range with 
iron pot and rack hung from ceiling. 

Masonry is regular-sized red brick with 
smooth face. It was used for all exposed 
masonry, both interior and exterior, and 
is laid with 3 in. horizontal joints raked 
3 in. deep and with flush vertical joints. 

Framing under floors is 2 in. by 10 in. 
joists at 16 in. centres, double under all 
parallel partitions, and covered with two 
layers of } in. plywood with a 15-lb. felt 
in between. A red rubber tile was espe- 
cially manufactured to a colour 
specified by Frank Lloyd Wright.

plywood at the entry, the kitchen, the 
family room and the three children’s bed- 
rooms. 


The roof shows a 2 in. by 8 in. framing 
on 16 in. centres with a specially pre- 
fabricated double ridge, pre-assembled at 
the factory and pre-bored for ventilation. 
The pitched roof is covered with j in. 
plywood, with a special 2 in. by 2 in. 
batten strip and 4 in. plywood placed on 
top to make the Bermuda roof design 
according to the Follansbee Company’s 
specifications, and then covered with 40- 
lb. Follansbee terne (an alloy of lead and 
tin on a base of sheet steel), and finished 
with two coats of paint. All roof edges 
are treated with mahogany fascia specially 
milled to the architect’s design. 


The basic package cost the owners 
$18,500, plus $1,500 for shipping charges. 
It cost an additional $35,000 to put in the 
foundation, to erect the house, and to buy 
and install the plumbing and the combi- 
nation heating and air conditioning 
system. $7,500 was paid for the }-acre 
hillside site. The total spent on the house 

excluding the furnishings—came_ to 
$62,500 (about £22,300). 


It took about four months to erect the 
house. The work was done by local con- 
tractors under the supervision of Morton 
Delson, a former pupil of Wright’s. He is 
a member of the Frank Lloyd Wright 
Foundation, which was established after 
the architect died, for the purpose of con- 
tinuing his work. The foundation offers 
the services of a supervisory architect 
free, to be sure that a Wright design is 
executed as the architect conceived it.

THIS DEVELOPMENT Of flats and houses is one phase ae 
in a long-term programme for the Dulwich Col- 

lege Estate, in which the existing large Victorian 

mansions will be replaced. 


The area concerned is 234 acres in extent, of 
which nearly half will be landscaped and main- 
tained by the Dulwich Estate for common use by 
the residents. The total scheme will provide 368 
dwelling units of which 240 will be flats distri- 
buted in 8 multi-storey blocks, 52 two-storey 
houses, 57 three-storey houses, 18 semi-detached 
and one detached house. The principal planning 
feature is segregation of vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic. Private garages are arranged in groups 
adjacent to the perimeter ring road in the majority 
of cases. Pedestrian walkways are _ provided 
through the estate, particularly in the neighbour- 
hood of the multi-storey blocks. Large areas of 
massed shrubs giving.pleasant contrasts of texture 
and colour will be provided at focal points. Chil- 
dren’s play spaces, areas for quiet relaxation of 
residents and generous paved areas are provided 
at appropriate points. A mother and child sculp- 
ture by Patricia Rowland, ARCA, is to be posi- 


tioned near one of the eight-storey blocks. 


The flats are semi-open-planned. Construction 
is r.c. framework with brick cladding. Living 
rooms have wood block flooring and a fitted book- 
case. Kitchens have built-in refrigerators. Cen-

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THE TERRACED HOUSES are of crosswall construction, 
and elevational treatment is varied by alternative 
cladding of clay vertical tiling, cedar shingles, vertical 
boarding and decorative glass panels. A _ pleasant 
feature is made of the front entrance by forming a 
paved and screened patio, entered directly off the 
pedestrian way. A fourth bedroom is provided by 
utilising the roof space at the centre of the house and 
inserting dormer windows.

THE CREMATORIUM is situated in the grounds of Astwood 
Cemetery. A new entrance has been formed, linked to a 
separate office block, both of which are carefully designed 
to avoid a forbidding appearance. The office contains a 
public waiting room, superintendent’s office, general office, 
records room and staff toilets. A garage and toilets for 
outdoor staff are attached. 


The site of the crematorium is approximately 300 yards 
from the new entrance and the first glimpse of the main 
building is obtained as vehicles turn round the bend at the 
far end of the drive. It is constructed with hand-made 
golden buff bricks and Bath stone dressings. The tower, 
with its stainless steel finial, dominates the building. A 
number of different materials have been used externally to 
give interest. Particularly noticeable is the wrought iron 
grille adjoining the coursed random rubble walls to the 
‘porté-cochére, also the coloured anodised aluminium 
feature to the gable end of the chapel. The roof of the 
chapel is in super purity aluminium. 


In planning the Crematorium particular consideration 
has been given to the circulation of the mourners and the 
vehicles in order that successive parties are kept separate. 
The vehicles, having brought the coffin and mourners to the 
chapel by the way of the * porté-cochére,’ will then bear 
left and wait at the paved area to the north. The mourners 
will follow the coffin into the chapel and take their seats 
for the service after which they will leave by the west doors. 
After obtaining a glimpse of the Remembrance Room the

party will proceed along the covered way past the Garden 
of Remembrance, to their waiting vehicles. In the mean 
time a new cortége could be arriving at the * porté-cochére.’ 

The Chapel, which will seat eighty persons, has as its 
focal point the altar with a removable cross overhead. The 
main high window is positioned to light this area and so 
assist in focusing the attention of the congregation on the 
altar rather than the catafalque which is sited to one side 
A system of visual electric signals hidden from public view 
allows the officiating clergyman at the lectern to control the 
proceedings in the music room and transfer room. Music 
is provided by high quality sound reproduction equipment 
to the transfer room and music room. 

The floor of the chapel is in cork tiles for quietness, with 
paving to the area linking the altar and catafalaue. Main 
walls and ceilings are finished with acoustic plaster and 
Danish panelling. Afrormosia is the main joinery hard- 
wood used throughout the crematorium. 

Heating is by electricity, to allow intermittent use of 
the building and quick warming up. In the chapel, warmth 
is quickly conveyed to the congregation by means of tubular 
heaters under the seating. A gas fired twin cremator of 
the latest design is installed in the furnace room and there 
is also provision for the installation of a third cremator at 
a future date. 

The Garden of Remembrance, comprising an area of 
approximately 34 acres, is designed informally and over 
1,600 flowering trees and shrubs have been planted. The 
total cost of the crematorium and roads was £56,888.

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Letter to the Editor 


The Precinct in Urban Renewal 
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sir,—-We have now had enough experi 
ence of the precinct in contemporary 
town planning practice—for example, at 
Coventry and in the New Towns--to 
appreciate its value as a space in which 
pedestrians can move about freely for 
shopping, etc., without the risk of being 
maimed or killed by motor traffic. It is 
easy enough to incorporate the feature in 
new layouts, but less so to built-up areas. 

Lord David Cecil has lately suggested 
that the University quarter of Oxford 
should be segregated in this way, and 
there is something specially appealing in 
the idea of a precinct of precincts. But 
even here it would not be practicable or 
desirable to shut out vehicular traffic 
completely. As Lord Parmoor has 
pointed out, tracks would have to be left 
for the delivery of goods to shops and 
to building sites and for the passage of 
luggage to and from the colleges, hotels 
and private dwellings. 

May I suggest that our planning 
authorities, if they are not doing so 
already, might give intensive study to 
the problem of adapting the precinct to 
existing built-up areas? Where drastic 
replanning is to be carried out the diffi 
culties are likely to be more procedural 
and financial than physical. In most 
cases, however, it seems doubtful whether 
comprehensive redevelopment will be the 
rule; already much piecemeal rebuilding 
is being done in suburban areas. Existing 
layouts, therefore, with modifications. 
may often have to be accepted, and the 
making of precincts may not be an easy 
matter. Each case, of course, will have 
its own peculiarities and need to be dealt 
with on its merits. Where the principal 
shopping centre is (as it generally is in 
the older suburbs) the main road, it might 
be possible, in some cases, by closing a 
length of this to create a precinct of the 
necessary size and character, turning 
existing roads on either side into by- 
passes, which could also provide vehicu 
lar access to the rear of precinctual busi 
ness premises. 

A related matter that needs study is 
the practicability of creating residential 
precincts, especially in the older inner 
suburbs. The roads of many of these 
areas, laid out sixty or seventy years 
ago on the grid-iron or corridor road pat 
tern, are mostly narrow and were never 
intended to carry much more than light 
occasional traffic such as_ tradesmen’s 
delivery vans. Today, with the increas- 
ing congestion on main roads, many of 
these local roads are being used as 
through ways by heavy traffic. With 
their frequent right-angled intersections, 
views along which are often obscured by 
walls, hedges and trees, they are veritable 
death-traps. Most of them ought to be 
prohibited to through traffic, but this is 
more a matter of administration than 
planning. 

Precincts, of course, are only a part of 
the larger planning, but in view of the 
current drive for urban renewal they 
deserve special study.

Redevelopment in Guildford High Street 


Details of Projected £+m. Store 


THE ARCHITECTS, Messrs. Lewis and 
Hickey of 130 Regent-street, London, W1, 
have released details of the redevelopment 
of 62-64 High-street, and 44-46 North- 
street, Guildford, as a new store for 
Marks and Spencer Ltd. The project, 
which is to cost anything up to half-a- 
million pounds, is of considerable 
interest, particularly to those concerned 
with the preservation of the town’s pic- 
turesque High-street. The existing facades 
of 62 and 63 High-street are listed as 
being of historical interest and, on the 
basis that they are preserved to the satis- 
faction of the Guildford Town Council. 
the Council granted consent to the de- 
velopment proposals. 


The design of the North-street facade 
is one that will fit into the general North- 
street scene. It will comprise a large 
shop front entrance and a vehicle en- 
trance. The two-storey frontage will be 
in marble, stone and brick. The new 
building will have frontages to High- 
street and North-street of approximately 
72 ft., and cover a total area of about 
25,000 sq. ft. 


There will be a basement under the 
whole site, the front part of which will 
be used for the accommodation of stock, 
and the rear vart a goods reception area 
and private car park.

with the building, but on the day when 
he gave the golden key in its velvet-lined 
box, the building was perfect. 

Sometimes the key ceremony was fol- 
lowed by the unveiling of a plaque—a 
ticklish business, too, but it was for 
someone else to worry when the string 
was pulled and the plaque remained still 
decently covered. 

I do not hear much of golden key open- 
ings today. We have a more realistic 
approach to these things, and we invite 
our Official personages to see the building 
furnished and in action instead of invit- 
ing them to take their chance with the 
rest of us on getting in it at all. Presenta- 
tions there may be, but the realistic atti- 
tude persists and gifts are chosen with 
more circumspection, be their donor 
architect or builder. There must be 
many eminent personages in the land, 
however, who can still boast the full set 
of silver trowel, mallet and golden key. 


Visit to Italy for Architects 
and Engineers 


Structural Concrete Committee’s 
September Tour 


A VISIT to Italy for architects and engi- 
neers has been arranged by the Joint 
Committee on Structural Concrete from 
Saturday, September 17, to Sunday, Sep- 
tember 25 of this year, to inspect old and 
new architectural and structural work of 
outstanding interest in that country.

It is 
intended to make an early start each 
morning in order to leave the greater part 
of the evening free for participants. The 
total estimated cost is £120.

PRECAST CONCRETE BEAMS weighing 165 
tons and measuring 83 ft. in length were 
rolled into position during the days 
of June to form a bridge which will take 
the western section of the Maidstone By- 
pass Motorway over the River Medway 
near Aylesford. They are probably the 
biggest ever to be made and erected in 
this way. 

The bridge will be 325 ft. long and 
87 ft. wide. The main span over the river 
is to be 145 ft. long consisting of two 
cantilever arms and a central suspended 
section. The bridge deck is in reinforced 
concrete, 10 in. thick and supported on 
four hollow girders of prestressed con- 
crete spaced at 22} ft. centres and cross 
connected at about 20 ft. intervals by 
reinforced concrete diaphragms. 

A requirement of the navigation 
authorities is that no temporary supports 
may be placed in the river during con- 
struction because of possible danger to or 
from the barges which use the river. 
Although the cantilever arms protrude 
out over the river, their method of con- 
struction was not unduly complicated by 
this requirement. However, special 
measures involving heavy temporary 
bridging have been adopted for the cen- 
tral suspended section. The girders of 
this section have been constructed in a 
casting yard on the west bank of the 
river and were manoeuvred into position

over the river so as to ‘ seat’ on the can- 
tilever arms extending from each bank. 

The operation of launching the first 
girder is illustrated in the accompanying 
drawing which shows the girders of the 
cantilever arms substantially complete, ex- 
tending out 20 ft. from the columns on 
the west bank and 44 ft. from the pier 
on the east bank. Steel joists in pairs 
were placed at the ends of three adjacent 
girders of each of these cantilever arms. 
They spanned the 15 ft. gaps between 
adjacent girders and served as supports 
for the temporary bridging. 


Using the Bailey Bridge 


Two Bailey bridges, each made up of 
five Bailey trusses, were assembled on 
the west bank, rolled out over the west 
approach span girders and launched across 
the 90 ft. river gap in the usual manner. 
The bridges in position, rail tracks were 
laid on the upper chords and a travelling 
gantry assembled to span between the 
Bailey bridges. The gantry itself was 
made up of four standard Bailey trusses 
and bearing on bogies travelling on the 
rail tracks. This travel was controlled 
by power operated winches mounted on 
the east and west cantilever girders. 

With the temporary bridging com- 
pleted, the first suspended girder was 
lifted from its bed in the casting area. 
Bogies were run in under the projecting

steel joists which were temporarily 
attached at each end of the girder. The 
weight of the girder was then transferred 
to the bogies by using jacks mounted on 
the latter. The bogies ran on rail track 
which extended from the casting yard 
and thence out over an inner girder of 
the west approach span. There was a 
slight incline towards the river and the 
progress of the girder on its two bogies 
was controlled by winches. 

Upon reaching the end of the west can- 
tilever girder the assembly was halted and 
the weight of the precast girder trans- 
ferred from the leading bogey to timber 
packing erected on the end of the west 
cantilever girder. The leading end of the 
precast girder lay between the two Bailey 
bridges and the travelling gantry was 
used to transport the unloaded bogey 
across the river gap to rail track laid on 
the east cantilever girder. 

The gantry then travelled back across 
the river to pick up the leading end of 
the precast girder and transport it across 
the gap. With this operation completed, 
the gantry and the jacks mounted on the 
bogies were employed to seat the girder 
on timber packing erected at the ends 
of the east and west cantilever girders. 
Jacks incorporated in these packings 
gradually lowered the girder into final 
position on its bearings at the ends of 
the cantilever girders.

News of the Week 


Offices for Oxford University 

A BUILDING to provide additional accom- 
modation for the central offices of Oxford 
University is to replace the Indian 
Institute at the eastern end of Broad- 
street. The Institute, which was com- 
pleted in 1896, will be demolished. 

The University announced on August 
11 that Mr. Philip Dowson, ARIBA, an 
associate of Ove Arup and Partners, has 
accepted the invitation to be the architect 
for the new building, which will be given 
priority in the building programme for 
1964-68. Mr. Dowson is the architect 
for the Somerville College extensions on 
the Little Clarendon-street frontage, 
which are expected to be started next 
year. 

Decisions on the division of the accom- 
modation for administrative staff between 
the new building and the Clarendon, 
which houses the University Registry 
and University Chest, will be made when 
reports are received from the architect 
and the structural engineers who are 
investigating the Clarendon building and 
the space between it and the Bodleian 
Library. Excavations have been made to 
see whether it will be possible to con- 
struct an underground car park. 


Private Development of Town Centre 
BILSTON BOROUGH COUNCIL in Stafford- 
shire are considering the compulsory pur 
chase of the entire town centre with a 
view to its development by a private 
development corporation. The area 
includes the town hall. If the scheme, 
which has been approved in principle, 
materialises the Edinburgh Murrayfield 
Real Estate Company, of Edinburgh, 
would lease the land from the council for 
99 or 121 years. The company have been 
asked to prepare estimates to enable fur- 
ther consideration of the scheme, which 
is thought to involve between £5m. and 
£6m. 


Some 120 shops and other premises, 
including the town hall, would be 
demolished and replaced by more than 
200 shops in a traffic-free centre, a muni- 
cipal hall, offices, and blocks of flats. The 
scheme is favoured by the council 
because of cuts in Government planning 
grants; the substitution of block grants 
based on former expenditure is totally 
inadequate for the council’s purposes. 
Mr. A. M. Williams, the town clerk, has 
stated that there would be no question of 
buying properties at low prices under 
compulsory purchase orders. The plan 
has met with opposition from the Con- 
servatives on the Labour-controlled coun- 
cil, and from local traders who fear high 
rents. 


Hemel Hempstead Extension 


HEMEL HEMPSTEAD DEVELOPMENT COR 
PORATION announced details, on August 
11, of a new master plan for Hemel 
Hempstead. The ultimate population is 
to be increased from 60,000 to 80,000. 
A new neighbourhood—Grovehill—is to 
be built to the north-east of the town 
with a population of 9,000 and covering 
400 acres. The industrial area is to be 
extended. The Development Corpora- 
tion’s chief architect is Mr. H. Kellett 
Ablett, FRIBA, MTPI. 


Tour of Pedestrian Shopping Centres 


IN view of the continued interest that 
has been shown in pedestrian shopping 
centres, the Town and Country Planning 
Association’s Planning Forum has 
arranged a visit to two such centres, at 
Hatfield and Harlow New Towns, to take 
place on Saturday, September 17. The 
tour will also include other new buildings 
of interest in the two towns. The party 
will meet at Allsop-place, NW1, at 9 a.m.

sidered economically possible. The dif- 
ference in initial cost of building the 
Medway Bridge of prestressed concrete 
rather than steel is appreciable, and to 
this must be added the considerable 
future saving in maintenance costs. The 
increasing spans which it can economic- 
ally bridge, like the increasing heights it 
can economically build, are striking testi- 
mony to the dominance of concrete in the 
structural field. This dominance is in- 
creased and assured by the research and 
development work—in the laboratory 
and in the field—which constantly ex- 
tends the economical application of con- 
crete to wider fields. 

As an example, the comparatively new 
technique of model testing was employed 
by the Cement and Concrete Associa- 
tion at the request of the consulting 
engineers to investigate the effect of cer- 
tain novel features which the consultants 
proposed to incorporate in the pre- 
stressed concrete design. The results of 
these tests on an approximately 1/13th 
scale model in concrete of part of the 
bridge verified the assumptions of the 
designers.

‘Their Name Liveth’ 


THE LATEST PUBLICATION of the Imperial 
War Graves Commission under the title 
‘Their Name Liveth’ (Vol. IV, part 2), 
gives illustrations and descriptions of 
burial grounds in the United Kingdom 
containing graves of Commonwealth air- 
men who died in the 1914-18 and the 
1939-45 wars. Most of the cemetries are 
small and simple, set in peaceful country- 
sides amid Iawns and trees, sometimes in 
or adjacent to ancient churchyards. His- 
toric churches appear in many of the 
backgrounds, adding to the calm beauty 
of the scene. In addition there are some 
impressive photographic views of Sir 
Edward Maufe’s Commonwealth Air 
Forces Memorial at Runnymede. Air 
Chief Marshal Sir Philip Joubert contri- 
butes an introduction. The book is 
obtainable from the Imperial War Graves 
Commission, Wooburn House, Wooburn 
Green, High Wycombe, Bucks., price 
5s.

Murals Underground 


LONDON TRANSPORT has tried out a new 
idea to brighten the subway entrances to 
Finsbury Park Underground station. Nine 
wall paintings have just been completed 
in these subways by students of the 
Department of Fine Art of the Hornsey 
College of Art. The positions occupied 
by the paintings were not suitable for 
advertising or transport information, and 
London Transport asked the College to 
co-operate in improving the appearance 
of the entrances to this busy station with- 
out incurring heavy expenditure. 

This is the first time an Underground 
Station entrance has been decorated in 
this fashion. Finsbury Park with its two 
long subway entrances is well fitted for an 
experiment of this kind. One painting at 
each entrance Phases in Transport’ at 
Station Place and ‘The Sea’ at Seven 
Sisters-road—is a true mural, being 
painted on the surface of the subway 
wall. The other seven paintings were 
painted on hardboard in the College 
studio and placed in position when com 
plete. 


*Human Problems in Industry 


THE DIFFICULTIES in personal relation- 
ships that arise through changes in the 
structure of management and the recruit- 
ment of scientists to industry during 
periods of rapid technical development 
have been studied by Mr. Tom Burns and 
Mr. G. M. Stalker, of Edinburgh Univer 
sity, in connection with a number of old 
established Scottish firms which have 
recently entered the electronics industry. 
The essence of their findings is that 
troubles arise more from a failure of inte 
gration than from human weaknesses 
The full report, ‘ Management of Innova 
tion,” by Tom Burns, is to be published 
in due course by Tavistock Publications 
Ltd., of London.

LONDON SOUTHAMPTON 
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A House ‘Off the Peg’ 


Satisfactory Accommodation at Moderate Expense

HAVING BEEN OBLIGED to move from the 
little Georgian house in Surrey where I 
had lived for more than forty years, I 
started looking for a house elsewhere—a 
house ‘off the peg.’ I had a fancy for 
the south coast, and after various 
journeyings I came across a small estate 
in course of development at St. Leonards- 
on-Sea, Sussex. Here, on the slope of a 
valley, a series of bungalows were being 
offered for sale freehold, in 1958, at 
£2,600 plus £175 for a garage forming part 
of the structure. The bungalows were de- 
signed by a local architect (Mr. Norman 
A. E. Wyatt) and built by a local firm of 
builders (Messrs. George Stone (Hastings), 
Ltd.). 

The plots were 40 ft. in width and 
100 ft. in depth, the frontage line being 
set back 25 ft. The site slopes fairly 
steeply from north to south and is bisected 
by a roadway which leads up from a main 
road at the bottom to a roundabout at 
the top. The soil is Sussex clay. This 
works into mud after rain, and to 
counteract this propensity it is necessary 
to form concrete paths for clean access 
around the house and, where required, 
across the garden. 


Convenient Plan 


The bungalows offered for sale were of 
two types, one with two bedrooms, the 
other with three. The former suited my 
needs best. I made no alterations in the 
stock plan, but slightly changed the 
arrangement of the kitchen, as described 
later. 

It will be seen that the plan is L-shaped, 
the living-room being at the front of the 
site and the two bedrooms at the back, 
with kitchen, bathroom and we tucked in 
between, and a corridor giving access 
from the hall and front door. Under 
actual living conditions I have found the

plan to be most convenient. In the 
kitchen the stock plan had a larder and 
coal store at one corner, next to the side 
door, with a sink against the inner wall. 
This arrangement left a space where a 
table could be set for meals. I preferred, 
however, to have meals in the living- 
room. A line of cupboards was therefore 
formed across the wall dividing the 
kitchen from the living-room. The 
centre cupboard has a service hatch with 
shelves for china in daily use at table, and 
under it is a built-in refrigerator. On 
the right is a cupboard which keeps 
brushes and brooms ready to hand yet 
tidily out of sight, and on the left is a 
cupboard for large china and kindred 
items not constantly needed. 

Above these cupboards are smaller 
ones extending to the ceiling and thus 
avoiding dust traps. The sink is a porce- 
lain-enamelled one with double drainers 
under the window, and on the return wall 
are a gas cooker and an independent 
boiler. After trying various fuels for the 
boiler I found that the best was anthracite 
nuts. The boiler is connected to a 30- 
gallon lagged copper cylinder in the hot 
cupboard at one corner of the hall. It is 
not designed to heat radiators, but I 
found that the supply of really hot water 
was so abundant that I decided to instal 
a copper wall radiator in each of the two 
bedrooms. With a little extra firing they 
have proved quite effective. The surface 
area of the radiators is far below what 
would be specified in ordinary practice, 
but the heating efficiency is sufficient to 
take the chill off the bedrooms in winter. 
There is no upkeep as with oil heaters, 
no risk of fire, and the running cost is far 
less than it would be with electricity. 

Owing to the slope of the site, the 
living-room is set high up, and one has 
the feeling of looking out from an eyrie. 
The room has a range of windows 8 ft. 


wide facing south and another range 6 ft. 
wide facing west; thus it is flooded with 
sunshine. The fireplace is set in a posi- 
tion away from draughts, and, like the 
boiler fire, has a gas poker point close by. 

The bedrooms are divided by a 
staggered wall which provides a built-in 
cupboard in each with good hanging space 
and sufficient depth to take coat hangers 
across. 


Conventional Construction 


Altogether, this bungalow has turned 
out to be a very comfortable habitation. 
The construction is in conformity with 
the specification of the National House- 
Builders’ Registration Council. Outside 
walls are hollow with a variegated facing 
brick of reddish-brown colour. The roof 
is laid with brown concrete tiles; windows 
are painted light cream; and the whole of 
the interior—walls, ceilings and flush 
doors—is finished in cream, giving a 
pleasant uniformity. The rooms have 
boarded floors covered with carpet in the 
living-room and bedrooms and with 
linoleum in the bathroom, we, hall and 
corridor. In the kitchen, in place of a 
timber floor covered with plastic tiles, I 
had quarry tiles laid on concrete, and this 
has proved to be most serviceable. The 
garage has a concrete floor, a pair of 
wooden doors with top lights, and there 
is a window in the side wall. 

It is only after personal experience of 
an appliance in daily use, or living in a 
house over a fairly long period, that the 
deficiencies (or merits) are discovered. 
‘If ever I build again’ is too familiar an 
expression to need emphasis. In the 
present case there is nothing that I would 
alter radically, though additional space in 
the bedrooms (at, of course, additional 
expense) would be a_ considerable 
improvement.

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Building on the Lines of Ancient London

FEW may be aware of the manner in 
which, through the application of preci- 
sion site surveying, the oid lines of fron- 
tages of London buildings are providing, 
both for architect and client, more eco- 
nomical arrangements in the planning of 
structures. 


For some 30 years or so a study has 
been made of various surveying methods 
as well as the arrangement of streets, and 
in particular where, on Ordnance Maps, 
the streets appear to be reasonably at 
right-angles one with another. The older 
surveying methods, for example theodolite 
and triangulation pattern measuring, 
were found not to provide a ready view- 
ing of the dimensional relationship 
between frontages of sites, street road- 
way and pavement lines, and the prin- 
ciples of precision surveying methods 
were applied with good results. 

In studying the former layout of Lon- 
don revealed on old Ordnance Maps—as 
well as the more modern—it was seen 
that although the street lines at a corner 
site of a block of buildings were seemingly 
not quite at 90 degrees one with the 
other, by making reconnaissance to the 
full extent of the street frontages another 
aspect became apparent. This inclined 
to substantiate the theory that in the 
very early days, hundreds of years ago, 
those concerned with construction, in set- 
ting out the roads and frontage lines of 
properties, set out the streets by using 
their own individual methods of right- 
angle line arrangements. It was after all 
a natural thing for them to do. 


Crude Methods of Delineating 


The theory was that having done this, 
the roadway would have been laid, and 
some kind of marking provided—perhaps 
in a form of pegs—delineating the 
numerous plots and their frontages at 
each side of the streets. Thereafter, pos- 
sibly by the very nature of the crude 
pegging-out procedure, some who built 
would work to one side of a marker and 
others would work to the opposing side; 
thus at the initial stage of setting-out 
creating what can be described as a wavy 
line overall. 

This ‘ out-of-line’ line would not at 
that time be of much concern because 
the precise building regulations of the 
modern world would not have been in 
existence. 

As time passed the original frontages 
would suffer further change through the 
demolition of old buildings and the erec- 
tion of new. In some instances this may 
well have had the effect of rectifying the 
original slight error and in others of 
amplifying it. 

To demonstrate the possibility that the 
original streets and frontages were set 
out with corners at approximately 90- 
degree angles one with another, an experi- 
ment in precise measurement affecting 
the relationship of the whole street or

block of streets was carried out, and some 
Startling results achieved. 


It was discovered that with the joining 
of certain defined and sensible points at 
distant ends of streets the angle at the 
corners was so close to 90 degrees as 
to warrant the experimental drawing-in 
of the old assumed original line through- 
out each street. This revealed that the 
change of line from that which existed 
was worth examination, this being in 
extreme cases half a degree and in the 
better ones but a few minutes and seconds 
of angle out of 90 degrees. Of course. 
distance on angle became important, and 
the application of half a degree error to 
lengths of say 900 feet showed a dis- 
crepancy of about 4 ft. at the distant end, 
far too big a measurement to correct in a 
closely built up and congested area. 


Squaring-up Procedure 


Nevertheless, looking at many of our 
street lengths and relating these in terms 
of 100 ft. lengths, a 15 minute angle 
meant on that length only a change of 
about 5 in. At smaller angles or those 
nearer to 90 degs. than this assumed 
90 deg. 15 min. 00 sec. angle; this distant 
measurement on the 100 ft. was seen to 
be relatively much smaller, and here it 
was that the study revealed possibilities 
of squaring-up proposed new building 
lines so to bring them back on the ancient 
lines of London. 

The next objective was to seek a 
method whereby neither the freeholder 
nor the authority responsible for the 
public way either gained or would lose 
in area through re-arranging the lines, 
and it was seen that by positioning a cal- 
culated ‘ give-and-take’ line, end for 
end, and around a block of buildings 
surrounded by streets, a true 90-degree 
rectangle could be presented. In some 
instances investigated the calculations 
showed an error of as much as 8 in. out 
of square—end for end—over about 300- 
odd ft.. and in the opposing direction 
about 4 in. out of square in 400 ft. In 
such a case the ‘ give-and-take’ box- 
form of line was drawn-up on the survey 
plan showing clearly and in precise man- 
ner the exact dimensional proposal in 
regard to squaring-up the whole. 


Thus experiments which looked back 
in history allowed the architects, the 
freeholders and the authorities to look 
at not only a more economical form of 
structure lining for a proposed block but 
also allowed a sensible lining up of the 
street building frontages, possibly bring- 
ing these back very near to the original 
ancient plan. 


It can be stated that many of the struc- 
tures which in recent years have been 
built in London have been to front lines 
so re-arranged—by using these very 
minor measurement changes—to a 
sensible ‘ give-and-take’ lining agreeable 
to all parties concerned. One should add 
to this the fact that the authorities and 
their officials in very many instances 


agreed without hesitation to such changes 
taking place. 

It can also be said that, having come 
to such an agreement—-which meant in 
effect that the points of the corners of 
the whole block necessarily must move 
slightly to accommodate the proposed 
new lines-——they rightly insisted upon 
these corner points being dimensionally 
tied to selected points on structures on 
the far sides of streets all around the site, 
so enabling the officials at the appropriate 
time during construction of new work 
to have check measurements by which 
to ensure that the corner points were in 
fact those they had agreed upon. 

This means that at each of the corners 
the new point of line intersection would 
not necessarily be precisely on that of 
the existing structure proposed for demo- 
lition, and? in consequence the surveyors 
would physically set out the new points 
and thereafter by tape application furnish 
the diagonal tying measurements to the 
opposing fixed parts of buildings remain 
ing. 

It is also interesting to note that, 
through these precision survey experi 
ments, where the physical application at 
a given corner could not be carried out, 
the authorities by the very nature of the 
survey production—and their ready 
ability to check related measurements 
in some cases accepted calculated 
diagonal dimensions. It must be borne 
in mind, however, that in this acceptance 
there would be no_ opportunity of 
changing the position of a point ence 
this was agreed. 


Cross-Checking Results 


The surveyor, having measured and 
calculated this whole _ re-arrangement 
towards a more economic form of con- 
struction, must clearly be confident that 
the whole multifarious measurement 
application was correct in every detail. 
This, when looked at in terms of respon- 
sibility, should not be, and in fact is not, 
a frightening one. The resultant data 
must be accurate where correct measur 
ing is not only carried out but thereafter 
checked by mathematical and trigonome 
trical methods. 

Such precise and satisfying analysis 
cannot always arise from older methods 
in surveying, for the surveyor using 
these would be confronted with so many 
varied calculations as to create a measure 
of uncertainty. His survey approaches 
to the overall problem must be so 
arranged that calculating is rendered in 
simple form, and easy proof of his 
measuring work is readily to hand. 

So it is that the old lines of London 
may return in some streets when these are 
redeveloped. Indeed, in another aspect, 
many structures are today seen to rise in 
square blocks or rectangular shapes 
within the bounds of an irregular site. 
To achieve such economic forms of 
construction, the designer arranges for 
the construction of one or two-storey 
offspring buildings reaching out to the 
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street boundaries, isolating as it were the 
slightly higher cost work brought about 
through lines at a skew one with another. 
Even in such instances it has been pos- 
sible, through the use of precision sur- 
veying methods, to provide the designer 
with accurate dimensions, thus enabling 
him in very many cases to prepare final 
layout plans and drawings of interior 
works all with full dimensions, and this 
right from the start of final construction 
planning work. It can be appreciated 
that domestically this also is advan- 
tageous in terms of staff usage economics 
for the planner. 
Economy in Building 

Accordingly, a study of the layout of 
old London contributed towards 
economic building construction today. 
In the light of the experiments described, 
the designer may not readily accept the 


lines of the existing corner structure 
without having such dimensional obser- 
vations presented to him which show in 
simple form the true relationship of that 
corner to a 90-degree angle. He may, 
when presented with the minor difference 
in measurement decide to ‘ give up” an 
odd inch or so in order to allow for a 
squared-up two frontages for his new 
work, for in doing this most experienced 
men not only provide a slightly more 
economical job but greatly simplify also 
all of the office drawing-up work. 

Moreover, the fact should not be over 
looked that where the contractor is pro- 
vided with full dimensional setting-out 
information, appropriately anchored to 
firm markings outside a site and found to 
be correct, he not only has a ready start 
on the job but is to some extent 
encouraged through the example of the 
surveyor’s efficiency. 


Redevelopment at Edinburgh 


Contractors to be Given Charge of Architectural Design 


EDINBURGH’S 4,000 prefabs will be replaced 
during the next few years by 9,000 flatted 
homes, costing about £18m. James 
Miller & Partners, Ltd., have been invited 
to redevelop a site at Longstone, and 
work on other pilot schemes at Muir- 
house, Ferniehill, and Niddrie Marischal 
will commence next summer. 

George Wimpey & Co. have been 
selected as contractors for the Muirhouse 
project, and a short list of seven other 
contracting firms has been drawn up for 
Ferniehill and Niddrie Marischal. It is 
expected that the corporation’s housing 
committee will choose the contractors for 
these in September. 

CLLR..NORMAN SMITH, convener of the 
housing construction sub-committee, 
explained (on August 4) why contractors 
had been preferred to architects. ‘We 
felt that in these projects, which involve 
not only planning and building, but 
demolition or removal of the existing 
houses and alteration of site levels, a con- 
tractor would be better able to do the 
job. The contractors will employ their 
own architects and surveyors." 


‘Might Take Ten Years’ 


The redevelopment of all 16 sites in 
the city on which there are prefabs might 
take up to ten years, Cllr. Smith said. 
They would be repiaced by flatted homes 
on the 14 sites owned by the corpora- 
tion, but no decision had yet been 
reached on the future of the other two. 
which were leased by the corporation. 

He added: ‘ We are now more or less 
finishing with building on free sites on 
the outskirts of the city and are turning 
towards the redevelopment of central 
areas and temporary housing sites. The 
clearance of prefabs will be an important 
part of this programme.’ 

The housing committee have approved. 
in principle, proposals for the redevelop- 
ment of temporary housing areas sub- 
mitted by a special sub-committee on 
alternative methods of construction. Re- 
development of each site will start with 
the demolition of a few houses whose 


tenants will be rehoused by the corpora 
tion. New houses will be constructed at 
high density on the area thus cleared, and 
tenants will be rehoused in them from 
another section of the same site. The 
demolition of that area will then com- 
mence, and the same pattern will be 
followed until the entire site is re 
developed. 

The general policy outlined is that re- 
development and rehousing should be 
carried out on the basis that contracts 
are awarded to contractors for the com 
plete redevelopment of particular sites. 
Talks are now going on with the Depart- 
ment of Health for Scotland and the 
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Ministry of Works, and the planning com- 
mittee are to consider appropriate in- 
creases in the densities of the areas. 

The decision to employ contractors in 
preference to architects has not found 
favour among members of Edinburgh 
Architectural Association. 

In an interview their secretary, MR. T. G. 
SALMON, said: * This work would appear 
to come well within the professional 
scope of the architect’s normal practice. 
The exclusion of the architectural pro- 
fession will probably result in no financial 
Saving to the corporation as, in effect, 
they will just be paying design fees to the 
contractor instead of to the professional 
architectural designer. 

‘I am advised that a further result of 
the decision may be the virtual exclusion 
of almost all the local builders who are 
city ratepayers as they normally work 
to plans prepared by professional archi- 
tects,’ Mr. Salmon added. 

‘It may well be that some of the town 
councillors were not aware of the implica- 
tions of their decisions. It is to be hoped 
that the decision will be reversed and that 
the corporation will again follow the 
normal practice of employing architects 
to design new _ schemes.’ ‘ The 
Scotsman,” August 5. 


The Peabody Donation Fund 


MODERNISATION work with _ statutory 
grants is now in progress at five of the 
pre-191]1 estates run by the Peabody 
Donation Fund. Similar work will prob- 
ably commence during 1961 at eight 
other estates. This will necessitate an 
annual expediture of some £300,000, of 
which one-third is estimated as recover- 
able in grants. This is stated in the Fund’s 
ninety-fifth annual report now published.

BY A LABOUR CORRESPONDENT 


MR. WOODBINE PARISH has stated at Dar- 
lington that there has been a noticeable 
increase in sub-standard work in recent 
months., By itself this is a very 
courageous thing to say and certainly 
not paralleled by previous presidents of 
the NFBTE. But Mr. Woodbine Parish 
went further—he said that the firms 
which were perpetrating shoddy building 
were concerned only with getting by with 
the lowest admissible standards of work- 
manship; with doing the job in the mini- 
mum time and with making the maximum 
profit, regardless of the plight in which 
the client or building owner might subse- 
quently be left. 

Such scathing comments are usual at 
the rostrums of trade union conferences; 
they are surprising, unprecedented and, 
for that reason, most welcome when said 
by the leader of the building employers. 
Of course, those who know Mr. Wood- 
bine Parish are far from astonished. He 
has an impervious urbanity and charm 
which hides an extremely active intelli- 
gence. Moreover, he doesn’t borrow his 
thinking. We may be quite sure that the 
many speeches he will deliver during his 
year of office will be from his own pen. 
But his open-hearted fraternalism is 
matched by a shrewdness and an innate 
courage which lead him to give voice to 
what some may think to be the most 
appalling industrial blasphemies. Not 
for him the pretty-pretty double-talk or 
a papering over the cracks. 


Over-Generous Praise 


Nevertheless, his complete exoneration 
of NFBTE members in this context would 
appear to be over-generous. He said that 
...* Member firms of the NFBTE are in 
no circumstances prepared to lower their 
standards of integrity, competence, and 
performance to counter the kind of com- 
petition that firms of not altogether 
reputable character introduce.’ H’m. 
Whilst Mr. Woodbine Parish obviously 
and sincerely believes this to be true, it is 
within the experience of some of us that 
the NFBTE crest on a firm’s notepaper is 
not necessarily a warranty of high stan- 
dards. ‘No circumstances’? ‘ Integrity’ 
... ‘performance ’? 

No one will deny that the NFBTE 
stands for honourable and good building. 
All will agree that as an organisation it 
encourages honesty and fair dealing. We 
applaud its nobility of concept and we 
glory in the success it has achieved in this 
direction. For to be quite fair and 
reasonable there can be little doubt that 
its strenuous work and development since 
its inception has been beneficial both to 
the industry and the public. 

But it is not easy to go all the way with 
Mr. Woodbine Parish. Names sometimes 
entail packdrill, yet there are some of the 
largest outfits in the business which are 
guilty of lending their titles to some 
pretty low quality work. To discover this 
one must avoid the office blocks, the local 


authority flats and houses, the well pub- 
licised new factory. On such jobs there 
are clerks of works and the clients are 
influential—they may also have some 
more building to offer in the future. 
Where we have to look is in the field of 
speculative housing, and this is surely 
where Mr. Woodbine Parish has also been 
casting his shocked eye. 


Few Risks Taken 


The term ‘speculative’ has lost much 
of its original significance since the war. 
Time was when the financiers of an estate 
took a genuine risk. They spent con- 
siderable sums on advertising and often 
had to wait for their money. There were 
cases where finally the houses had to be 
offered for rent. Not so today. Indeed 
the customers come flooding before the 
damp course is laid. They beg to be 
allowed to place a deposit. There isn’t 
much speculation in that. So long as the 
land is adjacent to an urban area, so long 
as there are schools and shops within 
reasonable distance, the proverbial hot 
cakes are not in it. 

Thus the pastures are very lush indeed. 
The vendors of a semi-detached within 
15 miles of a city centre can almost 
name their own price. We have the 
example of a great national firm, with a 
household name, increasing the price of 
the houses on an estate by £300 twixt 
deposit and completion—take it or leave 
it. But we are all, all honourable men, 
and ambition should be made of sterner 
stuff. It is. Shorn of the astringency of 
buyers’ resistance, bereft of the kindly 
guidance of a clerk of works, and 
bedevilled by the bidding-up of the next 
piece of land, your spec. house builder 
loses some of the incentive to guard his 
integrity. 

It is to the highly commendable credit 
of many firms that in this milieu they 
give their customers a square deal and a 
soundly built job. For heaven knows they 
have no need to. The rest succumb to 
the easy chicanery of the market. Let it 
rip boys, we can’t tell how long the boom 
will last; if we don’t do it somebody else 
will. 

They go to work like this: the land is 
surveyed, planning permission is 
obtained, the drawings are prepared, the 
roads pushed in and the services 
arranged. Now we are ready for the 
actual house building. But the builder 
employs only a few men; a general fore- 
man and a small gang of labourers for 
unloading and stacking materials. For 
the rest it is almost wholly labour-only 
sub-contracting. These gentlemen come 
along with their gangs and the accepted 
technique is to ‘get ‘em up regardless.’ 
Speed is the overall consideration, quality 
an also-ran. 


Irregularities Invited 


The pieceworker, as we erroneously but 
traditionally call the labour-only sub- 
contractor. has no roots or responsibility 
in the industry. Seldom has he any finan-

cial resources or established place of 
business. Legally he employs men but 
this is a convenient fiction for the main 
firm. Actually, he usually gets a weekly 
‘draw’ so as to pay wages. The system 
is wide open to all kinds of irregularities 

from income tax evasion to dangerous 
scaffolding. 

It is well nigh impossible for the piece- 
work master to keep his individual con- 
science unsullied. The entire working 
environment with its pressures focused 
sharply, almost exclusively, on the cash 
nexus prevents * good workmanship ° as is 
understood in the RIBA standard form of 
contract. The pieceworkers are faceless 
men; their names do not appear on the 
notice boards; they are expendable and 
they therefore couldn't care less. For this 
reason they are not to be blamed alone. 

The building firms who operate thus 
are behaving with uninhibited cupidity. 
The practice is not new, of course 
neither is _ prostitution. Both, how- 
ever, are meretricious and -unsavoury, 
although, one hastens to add, not against 
the law. 

The trade unions have consistently 
appealed to the organised employers to 
forsake labour-only. Most have been 
sympathetic in principle but they have 
not found it possible to agree to a 
specific working rule which would out- 
law this method of employment. This is 
a pity, for whilst the NFBTE remains 
silent the practitioners are able to ask 
blandly what covenant they are breaking. 

It can be argued that there are cases 
where the pieceworker produces a fair 
job and where the main firm exercises a 
close supervision. This is true, but if we 
are referring to the general level it is, as 
Mr. Woodbine Parish avers, painfully 
shoddy. And it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to defend the practice. 


Registration Council’s Work 

The National House-Builders’ Registra 
tion Council has performed yeoman ser- 
vice in this matter. The idea is righteous 
and the Council is to be commended. It 
needs to be developed. At the moment 
there is no adequate machinery for the 
overseeing of sites so as to ensure that 
standards are observed. and thus a fine 
idea has failed to come to fruition. One 
member firm is developing estates (piece- 
work operated) where the standards are 
appalling. In one house. which the writer 
inspected, the purlins were without pack- 
ing from the corbels. This meant that the 
rafters suspended the purlins rather than 
vice versa. In the bathroom the piping 
had been negotiated through the walls 
and the holes were left as the plumber 
had cut them. Window frames had been 
fixed after the brickwork had been 
erected and under the cills there was a 
gap clean into the rooms. One could go 
on but, obviously, the reason for this was 
to be found in the division of responsi- 
bility through a plethora of labour-only 
sub-contracting.

Presumably this is due to the 
closer supervision which the principal is 
able to give. Quite often the small house 
builder has only one site going at the 
same time, and it is common for him to 
spend some part of each day at the scene 
of operations. 

This, of course, is impossible with the 
large national concerns. Indeed, it is 
questionable whether chairmen of such 
companies ever see more than a minute 
proportion of the work being carried out 


in their names, and inevitably the over- 
riding consideration is how much each 
department is making per annum. Here 
again, the infighting and prestige-seeking 
which is inseparable from suck large 
undertakings means that the pressures 
are all towards the balance-sheet. Thus, 
if it is cheaper and more convenient to 
employ pieceworkers they will be 
employed. 

Yes indeed, Mr. Woodbine Parish has 
opened out a considerable field of dis- 
cussion and we should all be grateful to 
him for his courageous temerity.

The Mystery of Construction Seen from a Builder's Office 


BY MARGARET FENGE 


UNTIL I came to work in a builder's office, 
I thought a building consisted of a roof, 
four walls, windows, doors and a couple 
of gates. I was vaguely aware that some- 
thing went on inside like making ceilings 
and dividing up space for rooms, but it 
all seemed a fairly simple matter and any 
delays or extra expense were solely due 
to the proverbial lackadaisical tempera 
ment of the average British workman. 

I have learnt a lot since then, and even 
after three and a half years of typing my 
way through specifications and bills of 
quantities, I am still mystified to know 
how the thing becomes erected at all. 
It would help, of course, if the jargon 
were a little clearer—even the gates 
which I thought merely meant erecting 
and fixing a couple of posts, turns out to 
be a very complicated affair of ‘ steel and 
fabricated frames and angles with glazed 
stones filled with galvanised mesh welded 
into frames,” etc., etc. 

But it is when we get to the really big 
stuff like schools and churches and hos- 
pitals that I'm lost in a labyrinth of tarred 
limestone and stone piers, sliding door 
gear and salt glazed stoneware, and quite 
astonished to know that impressive 
sounding items like ‘ beaded front edges 


Fire Properties of Plastics 
New Technical Information Sheet 


THERE are at present more than 2,000 
proprietary plastics and the number is 
growing daily. ‘Plastics,’ a new Techni- 
cal Information Sheet (No. 3014) pub- 
lished by the Fire Protection Associa- 
tion, makes a chemical classification of 
plastics and deals with the fire properties 
of the various groups. 

Thermosetting plastics, which require 
heat and, generally, pressure to mould 
them into shape, are as a rule difficult to 
ignite, but the fire properties of thermo- 
plastic materials, which can be softened 
and hardened indefinitely, differ widely 
and relate to a number of factors apart 
from the chemical composition of the 
plastics. These factors are mainly: the 
form of the plastic——i.e. whether in bulk 
mouldings, sheet, film, fibre, liquid or 
powder; the degree of free access to the 
air; and the support given to the com- 
bustion of the burning material by others 
burning nearby. 

Since all plastics are organic, their 
dusts are nearly all capable of forming 
explosive mixtures with air. The lower 
explosive limits of these dusts and their 
ignition temperatures, where known, are 
given in the Information Sheet together 
with the ignition properties of the 
plastics and descriptive accounts of their 
appearances and odours when burning.

From the moment the exca- 
vator gets busy to the day when the 
official invitation arrives for the opening 
date, I am filled with awe and admiration 
for the way in which the thing, like 
Topsy, just grows and grows... . 

My boss is an understanding kind of 
man, quiet, thorough, and like everyone 
else in this odd trade wrapped up to the 
ears in stanchions and sanitary fittings 


Noise in Factories 
Factory Building Studies No. 6 


THE TREND towards more _ powerful 
machines is making the problem of noise 
in factories increasingly serious. In some 
factories measures are being taken to 
reduce existing noise levels. However, 
there is much that can be done at the 
initial stages of design to reduce the 
noise problem. A survey of the main 
causes of noise in factories and available 
methods of reducing it is now published 
as the sixth in the DSIR series Factory 
Building Studies (HMSO, price 3s. 6d.) 


It is emphasised that the noise factor 
may be considered at the earliest stages in 
planning a factory. Choice of the manu- 
facturing method, which largely deter- 
mines the noise level and its effect on 
the occupants of the factory and resi- 
dents of the area, is the responsibility 
of management. Noise at source could 
be reduced by machine manufacturers in 
designing their machines. Where this is 
not possible, factory engineers could mini- 
mise its effect by taking precautions in 
installing machines. The building designer 
can reduce annoyance by siting noisy 
equipment away from other buildings, and 
by the use of enclosures and sound- 
absorbing roof linings. 

This 26-page booklet is divided into 
two parts: the first explains how noise is 
generated in industrial operations and its 
effect on people near; the second dis- 
cusses the various ways of reducing noise 
in factories and their effectiveness. The 
author is Mr. A. G. Aldersley-Williams, 
M Arch, ARIBA.

Tipping Vehicles 


Warning Against Their 


Indiscriminate Use 


rHE initial step for builders and civil 
engineers requiring large numbers of tip- 
ping vehicles in a particular area ought 
to be contact with the appropriate Licens- 
ing Authority and liaison with the Road 
Haulage Association regarding require- 
ments, ascertaining numbers of licensed 
vehicles available, and ensuring prompt 
issue of short-term licences available, 
writes a correspondent. 

This advice has become necessary as 
a result of the increasing numbers of 
dubious transport activities which have 
recently taken place at and near the sites 
of a number of large building and road- 
making contracts. Licensing ‘ authorities 
have been made aware of discreditable 
activities and actions have been and will 
in future be taken against those respon- 
sible. In this connection, although the 
operators of vehicles are primarily the 
guilty parties, some of the big contrac- 
tors and civil engineers must bear a share 
of the blame for offences such as gross 
overloading, working of excessive hours, 
use of un-licensed vehicles or in contra- 
vention of licences. 


Compliance with Regulations 

Mr. S. W. Nelson, Western Licensing 
Authority, recently issued a warning at 
Bristol that hirers of transport have a 
responsibility to ensure that regulations 
are complied with, and future offenders 
could find themselves prosecuted for 
‘aiding and abetting.’ It would be no 
excuse to adopt the attitude that it is the 
hauliers’ responsibility, and therefore 
breaches of the law could be ignored so 
long as work progresses.

House Purchase 
A Building Society’s Revealing 
Survey 


AN ‘ OCCASIONAL BULLETIN” issued by the 
Co-operative Permanent Building Society 
reveals that since 1951 there has been a 
50 per cent increase in the number of 
families living in owner-occupied dwell- 
ings. This is an approximately estimated 
increase of 2m. over the last ten years. 

Summarising the findings of their sur- 
vey the Building Society state that most 
people are under 34 when they purchase 
a house; about two-fifths are between the 
ages of 25 and 34 and two-thirds between 
the ages of 25 and 44. Most people 
embark on house purchase with an in- 
come of under £15 per week, and they 
buy a house costing under £1,800. 

House purchase is spread over the 
whole range of occupational groups but 
salary earners purchase more new houses 
than wage earners. A large number of 
house-purchase deposits are less than 
£200; over one-half are below £300. The 
average loan is £1,440. 

The survey from which these figures 
are taken is based on an examination of 
the records of all persons who purchased 
dwellings for their own occupation 
through the Co-operative Permanent 
Building Society's branches between 
September 30, 1959 and March 31, 1960. 
The cases included in it represented 
approximately 5 per cent of house pur- 
chase loans granted by the whole of the 
building society movement during the 
six-month period. Mr. Herbert Ashworth, 
the Society’s general manager, states that 
the Government House Purchase Scheme 
for pre-1919 houses is producing good 
results and that the increase in the mort- 
gage interest rate to 6 per cent has so 
far not substantially reduced demands.

Building Near Gatwick 
Airport 


Minister Gives Permission for 
Houses and Schools 


MR. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, has given permis- 
sion to build schools and houses on 60 
acres at Court Lodge Farm, Horley, 
Surrey, following a three-day public in- 
quiry. 

He says: * As regards the housing appli- 
cation, the inspector says there can be 
no doubt about the dislike felt by local 
residents and by the parish council both 
to the provision of houses for the em- 
ployees of Gatwick Airport and to the 
building of any houses on Court Lodge 
Farm. 

* He considers that the views expressed 
on behalf of the objectors are deserving 
of much sympathy, but in his opinion the 
facts must be faced that Horley is no 
longer a village community, that the 
establishment of a great airport in such 
close proximity must entail further ex- 
pansion, and that Court Lodge Farm is 
the most suitable area for this purpose.’ 

The Minister recommends that the 
housing development should be at a lower 
density than the 114 houses to the acre 
indicated. 


Official Notification 
Work in Compressed Air 


THE work in Compressed Air (Amend- 
ment) Regulations, 1960*, which were 
made on July 26 by Mr. Edward Heath 
when Minister of Labour, came into 
operation on August 14, 1960. 

These regulations extend the scope of 
the Work in Compressed Air Special 
Regulations, 1958, so as to make those 
regulations apply not only to work in 
compressed air carried out in works of 
engineering construction, but also to work 
in compressed air carried out in any fac- 
tory and in any other premises or place 
to which the Factories Act, 1937, applies.

Higher Technical Scholarship 


Sponsored by London Building Centre 


THE COUNCIL of The Building Centre, 
London, in furtherance of its policy and 
objective in the field of technical educa- 
tion and training for the building indus- 
try, has in conjunction with the National 
Joint Council for the Building Industry 
agreed to sponsor a scholarship for a 
Higher National Diploma Course, or a 
Diploma in Technology Course in Build- 
ing, for building craft apprentices.

Scholarships examinations in April. De- 
tails of this first award are published 
below.

Scholarships and examinations will be 
published in due course by the National 
Joint Council. 


CuC Annual Report 
Improving Services to the Public 


EFFORTS were made during 1959 towards 
improving the effectiveness of the 
Council’s three technical service schemes, 
for coal merchants, appliance distributors 
and appliance fixers, states the annual 
report of the Coal Utilisation Council. 

There were 742 members of the 
approved appliance distributors’ panel by 
the year’s end and 297 approved appliance 
fixers, firms representing 859 qualified 
employees. The fixers’ scheme aims at 
maximum solid fuel efficiency through 
correct installation of appliances. Local 
authorities are taking keen interest. The 
scheme has been supported by building 
trade bodies and technical colleges, where 
fixers’ courses are held. 


Training Courses 


During the year 120 training courses 
were held at the Vauxhall Centre in Lon- 
don with a total of 2,076 students, many 
attending small pipe central heating 
courses. The Glasgow Centre held 10 
courses, attended by 114 students. 

The report says that CUC policy on 
smoke contro! remains unchanged. 
Neither promoting nor opposing control 
areas, it co-operates with authorities 
where such areas are to be set up and 
encourages the use of smokeless solid 
fuels in those areas. During 1959 the 
CUC took part in several clean air 
exhibitions. 

A market research survey showed that 
‘solid fuels held a strong position in 
British homes.’ 

The trustees of the CUC have appointed 
Sir Campbell Hardy, KCB, as Director of 
the Council, as from May 2, in succession 
to Mr. J. S. Williams, OBE.

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Electrical Installations and Housing Standards 


Evidence to Housing Ministry's Advisory Committee 


IN SUBMITTING its evidence to the 
Advisory Committee of the Ministry of 
Housing and Local Government on 
Housing Standards, the Electrical Con- 
tractors’ Association concentrated parti- 
cularly on the necessity for an adequate 
installation, says a statement issued by 
the Association. 

The recommendation in the Ministry 
of Health’s Housing Manual 1949 which 
suggests one or at the most two sockets 
per room was regarded by the Associa- 
tion as ‘utterly inadequate.’ The state- 
ment of evidence continues: 


A number of appliances today are 
usually ‘permanently’ connected, even 
though they are portable appliances. For 
instance, an electric clock, radio set, tele- 
vision set, electric fire and portable lamp 
will each require a socket-outlet and will 
usually be used in one position and fed 
from one socket-outlet. Allowing for the 
fact that sockets will also be required for 
the use of casual appliances, such as 
vacuum cleaners, coffee  percolators, 
record players and so on, a dozen socket- 
outlets in the average living room is by 
no means too many. Indeed, when it is 
considered that the lighting trend today 
is towards portable reading lamps and 
standard lamps, rather than a single 
centre pendant, it will be seen that even 
a dozen outlets is likely to be insufficient. 


It must also be accepted that, in any 
room, furniture may mask certain out- 
lets and some outlets must be ‘ wasted.’ 


The following table of recommenda 
tions for socket-outlets was made:

Even so, these figures already fall 
below the optima required. The ECA 
has emphasised that an adequate pro- 
vision for socket-outlets is not a luxury. 
It is essential to enable the fullest 
benefits to be gained from labour saving 
appliances. Moreover, a multiplicity of 
outlets will avoid accidents through the 
use of unnecessarily long cords. 


An adequate number of outlets will 
also prevent the consumer from tamper- 
ing with his installation in an endeavour 
to make it more convenient. Every 
domestic installation should be so 
designed that it does not tempt the con- 
sumer to tamper with his wiring. 
Amateur extensions are very easy from 
the point of view of the handyman. Tem- 
porary ‘extensions’ which run through 
kitchen and bathroom windows into the 
garden frequently become permanent in 
spite of their unprotected and shoddy 
nature. If an adequate installation is 
provided in the first place, there is so 
much less temptation to the householder 
to try to improve on it. 


The Clean Air Act 
When answering a question regarding 
the trend of home heating, the ECA has 
emphasised that the introduction of the 
Clean Air Act and the designation of 
smokeless zones, automatically causes 
people to turn towards electricity. The 
housewife appreciates the lack of dust 
and fumes and the added life of decora- 
tions, so that electric heating will become 
more and more the accepted pattern of 

home heating as time goes on.

In addition, the new methods of heat- 
ing, such as floor warming, have proved 
themselves acceptable. Many thousands 
of young people building their own homes 
are today finding this modern method of 
domestic heating clean, automatic and 
trouble free. 


The Low Cost Dwelling 


Answering the question ‘How far do 
you consider that heating in the low cost 
dwelling can reasonably be improved?’ 
the Association has pointed out that in 
the low cost dwelling there is likely to 
be a lower income family, so that the 
occupants are not likely to be able to 
afford whole house heating whatever the 
fuel. The convenience of electric heat- 
ing at the touch of a switch makes it 
very desirable. The adequate provision 
of socket-outlets for the electric heaters 
would enable the lower income groups 
to enjoy the benefits of electric heating 
without the necessity of a large capital 
expenditure on built-in heating systems 
which could be relatively expensive to 
run. 

In answer to a question about the pos- 
sible demand for whole house heating 
systems in the future, the ECA has 
reminded the Committee that the demand 
for centrally heated houses is spreading 
rapidly, and that the additional capital 
cost in respect of electric whole-house 
heating is very small, compared with that 
of one or other of the systems using a 
form of combustible fuel. It is con- 
sidered that the demand for whole house 
heating systems and particularly electrical 
heating systems will develop very rapidly. 

A suggestion that laundry facilities 
should be provided in the bathroom has 
been strongly condemned by the ECA. 
Most home laundry appliances are port- 
able and it would be difficult to provide 
facilities for wash boilers, washing 
machines, spin dryers, drying cabinets and 
so forth in the bathroom without making 
it also possible for the consumer to use 
a portable electric heater or other port- 
able appliance, with all the consequent 
dangers to the occupant of the bath. 


Lighting 

The Association has stressed the neces- 
sity for adequate lighting, not only as a 
means of illumination but also as part 
of the interior decoration of the modern 
home. The use of a multiplicity of light- 
ing points enables the occupier of a house 
to enjoy a far higher standard of lighting, 
with a consequent improvement in the 
overall effect of his decorations. 

With a single ceiling lighting point, 
the only way in which the user can in- 
crease the amount of light available to 
him is to increase the size of the lamp. 
There is a limit to this procedure: in any 
case, the glare from a single high wattage 
tungsten bulb could become intolerable. 
The equivalent load spread over half a 
dozen 60 watt lamps (brackets and lamp 
standards) produces a very much more 
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pleasant and much more healthy form of 
illumination. 


Safety Recommendations 


The ECA listed the following points in 
answer to a request for suggestions for 
recommendations for safety: 

1. All socket-outlets should be three- 
pin, shuttered and preferably 
switched. 

2. All wiring systems concealed. 

3. There should be no provision for 


portable appliances to be used in bath- 
rooms (with the exception of a shaver 
socket-outlet to BS 3052). 

4. Lighting points in hall, landings 
and stairways and dark places should 
be controlled from two positions. 

5. Electrical garden tools should be 
supplied from low voltage transformer. 

6. The entire installation should be 
carried out in accordance with the IEE 
Regulations by a competent electrical 
contractor. 


Cost Control & Management Appreciation 
Record Attendance for Joint RIBA/RICS Scottish Conference 


From a Special Representative 


THE SPEAKERS at the RIBA/RICS Joint 
Liaison Committee Cost Control and 
Management Appreciation Conference 
which was held at St. Andrews recently, 
included many of those who have 
addressed previous conferences in this 
series, and were as follows: Professor 
J. V. Connolly, Mr. Alick Low, Mr. J. 
Nisbet, Mr. C. E. D. Wooster, Mr. A. C. 
Leyton, Mr. W. S. Gauldie, Mr. H. J. 
Cruickshank and Mr. R. B. Hellard. In 
addition, Mr. P. W. Grafton and Mr. 
R. R. Alexander led the evening discus- 
sion sessions on Cost Planning and Com- 
munications respectively. The confer- 
ence was introduced by the President of 
the RIAS, Mr. James A. H. Mottram, and 
the chair was taken by the Joint Liaison 
Committee Chairman, Mr. R. Baden 
Hellard. The conference was summed up 
by Mr. Alick Low. 


The conference was attended by a pre- 
dominantly Scottish audience of archi- 
tects and quantity surveyors with two or 
three builder members. Welcoming mem- 
bers, THE PRESIDENT of the RIAS said 
that it was right and proper that at least 
one of the series of conferences should 
be held in Scotland, and he was delighted 
that the attendance figure was better than 
on any previous occasion, even if the 
number was swollen by a few English 
members who had been unable to obtain 
a place at the previous sessions! 

He was a little disappointed that there 
were few representatives from the 
Glasgow area, but he felt certain that this 
would be their loss, for the subject matter 
was one of vital concern to all members 
of the profession, and the busier they 
were the more value would it be to them. 


Separate Trades Contract 


The conference was different from all 
the previous conferences in that, being 
held in Scotland, the place of the 
‘separate trades contract’ affected much 
of the discussion after nearly all of the 
papers. Scottish members of the con- 
ference, both architect and quantity sur- 
veyor, were divided on the efficacy and 
value of the separate trades system, but 
i, w2s agreed that this only made the 
architect’s management problem a little 
more complex, and did not invalidate the 
main aim of the conference, which was to 
put cost planning in a proper manage- 


ment framework within the whole pro- 
fessional activity in building. 

In the summing up it was stressed that 
the course had been an appreciation 
course designed to ‘introduce those un- 
familiar with management techniques to 
the scope and value of their application 
without equipping them with a detailed 
knowledge necessary to apply the tech- 
nique’ (from ‘Communications in the 
Building Industry "November. 1958. 
obtainable from the RIBA). 


The conference confirmed the need for 
a thorough cost analysis of projects which 
would enable architects and_ their 
quantity surveyors to carry out the prac- 
tice of ‘Design Budgetary Control’ 
(Cost Planning) on future buildings using 
information gained from these analyses. 
It appeared that the practice of separate 
trades contracting in Scotland would 
make this thorough analysis and design 
budget planning less difficult than it had 
been in England. In many respects a 
similar practice in Scotland had operated 
due to this separate trades contracting. 


Design Budgetary Control was defined 
as ‘ the establishment of sectional budgets 
for the various parts of the building so 
that the responsibility of the designers 
was related to the overall requirements 
of the design policy, so that by the con- 
tinuous comparison of actual with 
budgeted results the objects of the design 
policy in relation to cost was attained by 
action on the part of the individual 
designers, or information was provided as 
a basis for the revision of that policy 
with the client's approval.’ 


Attention was drawn to the paper by 
G. J. J. Hunt, included in the conference 
folder which deals with the management 
principles of cost planning, and relates 
the various methods which were dis- 
cussed during the conference. 

The conference was unanimous that 
further management training was essen- 
tial for all practising architects, and that 
courses such as those that had been run 
so far should become a permanent feature 
of the Institute's activities. 


Some members felt that it was particu- 
larly necessary at the present time so that 
the omissions and faults in the current 
educational syllabus at the schools of 
architecture could be overcome, for the 
definition of management as ‘the group 
or individual that directs at any level the 
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use of men and materials to a definite 
end ’ was also accepted as properly being 
within the architect’s compass in addi- 
tion to his role as a designer. 


Thus it was accepted that considera- 
tion of broader subjects such as 
economics and communication problems 
should not be neglected by architects, as 
these things could also have a pro- 
found effect on his design, apart from 
improving the efficiency of execution. 


There was a general feeling that the 
non-professional side of the industry, 
even in the more remote areas of the 
country such as parts of Scotland, was 
beginning to become more efficient, and 
certainly the larger national contractors 
were developing highly sensitive manage- 
ment techniques. It was vital, therefore, 
that the architect and quantity surveyor 
should keep abreast with similar tech- 
niques as it affected their own perform- 
ance if they were to keep up with—let 
alone lead—the rest of the building team. 


It was accepted by a majority that the 
techniques discussed could be used now, 
and the need would steadily increase in 
even the remote parts of Scotland. It was 
therefore hoped that further courses and 
discussions on these subjects would be 
held in Scotland. 


In his concluding remarks to the con- 
ference THE CHAIRMAN of the Joint Liaison 
Committee commented that two years 
ago the idea that Management Training 
would be accepted by the professions had 
been decried. The opinion of this con- 
ference had clearly stated that the reverse 
was the case, and it had been most grati- 
fying to the organisers that this had been 
the undoubted conclusion of all the pre- 
vious conferences as well. 


It now remained for all those who had 
attended the conferences to see that the 
work started was continued, for it was 
only by their actions individually and 
collectively that the improvements could 
be brought about. 


Absence of Consultants 

The conference was disappointed that 
there were no consultants present so that 
they could contribute to this most 
important aspect of the building profes- 
sion’s management problem. This was 
in line with all previous conferences, for 
only two consultants had been present 
throughout the whole series. This was 
particularly unfortunate as the conference 
accepted that proper management on the 
professional side of the industry neces- 
sarily involved the whole team, and 
whilst there were times when the 
engineer might lead the team on works 
of a predominantly civil engineering 
nature, in building the architect must 
lead and be in a position effectively to 
manage the work of others in the team 
as well as in his own office. This would 
include the quantity surveyor and struc- 
tural and services consultants. 


It was felt that further conferences on 
this subject must always be ineffective 
until the architect had got to grips with 
the problem of the consultants, and 
therefore their presence was vital at 
future discussions.

Brickworks to Building Site 


A New Rail Transport Approach 


A BUILDING SITE without bricks is to a 
builder what a garage without petrol is 
to a motorist. The motorist can perhaps 
hope for a pipe-line, but the builder's 
transport problem—how to get bricks 
cheaply, quickly and in the right quantity 
from brickworks to building site—is less 
simple. 

The problem has always exercised the 
building trade, but today, with unprece- 
dented demands on public and private 
transport, and with massive building pro- 
grammes—ranging from housing estates 
to office blocks, from factories to schools 

in being throughout the country, it is 
more than ever a serious factor in the 
cost and speed of building operations. 

A very great deal of brick traffic has 
hitherto been carried by road, much of 
it, indeed, in vehicle fleets which have 
been built up by the brickmakers them- 
selves. There has latterly been increasing 
evidence, however, that the railways, 
which on the face of it have unrivalled 
facilities for the mass movement of 
materials—they can move a thousand tons 
in a train manned by only two or three 
men, for instance—are offering a chal- 
lenge for the traffic which may well be 
economically decisive. 


At Bedford. for example. where readily 
accessible deposits of Oxford clay have 
enabled the London Brick Co. Ltd. to 
make their works at Stewartby the 
largest and one of the most highly 
mechanised brick factories in the world, 
the rail movement of bricks is on the in- 
crease. Over the last two years, in fact, 
the volume of rail-carried bricks from 
Bedford, where the Marston Valley Brick 
Co., and Eastwoods (Fletton) Ltd., also 
have established works, has increased by 
some 100,000 tons. 


Benefits of Speed and Cost 


This trend towards rail transport will 
be watched closely throughout the whole 
building industry, for it reflects a changed 
approach on the part of the railways 
which builders will want to know is per- 
manent. There is nothing new in the 
advantages offered by railway trunk haul 
as such. Indeed, trade and industry 
generally have always been quick to 
realise the speed and cost benefits of rail 
haul between major points on the trunk 
system, and so far as the building trade 
is concerned the fact that one train can 
carry enough bricks to construct nearly 
twenty average-size houses has always 
been a telling one. 


Goods and materials for movement do 
not emanate tidily from points on the 
main trunk route, nor are they always 
helpfully consigned to points on the trunk 
routes. Certainly the building trade, 
which by its very nature is concerned 
with the development of new areas often 
quite remote from established communi- 
cation lines, cannot keep its traffic move- 
ments so conveniently encompassed, and

it is for this reason that, lacking the pre- 
sent signs of railway enterprise, the brick 
companies built up the fleets of lorries 
which are seen all over the country. 


The railways will be the first to admit 
an inability, at that time, to carry ‘ off- 
beat’ traffic quickly and cheaply. But 
today, with a modernisation of methods 
and equipment under way, and with a 
commercial freedom which had been 
long withheld on the grounds of mono- 
poly, the railway position is vastly dif- 
ferent. It is this fundamental change 
which is bringing bricks to their wagons 
in greater quantity. 

So far as charges are concerned, the 
significance of the change is that the 
railways are now not only free to act 
with the same sort of flexibility that any 
other commercial enterprise enjoys, in- 
cluding road haulage, but that they are 
doing so successfully. They are able, for 
instance, to make on-the-spot quotations 
to the brick firms which can include 
traffic from any other works of the same 
firm no matter where they are sited. It 
is this kind of overall rate policy which 
has impressed the brickmakers. 


Modernised Equipment 


In the end, however, it is the actual 
service given which attracts the traffic, 
and here the railways are increasingly 
able to use modernised equipment and 
techniques. There are railway vehicles 
specially built or adapted for all kinds 
of traffic nowadays, and for bricks the 
railway technicians are now perfecting a 
road delivery vehicle which incorporates

its own hydraulic crane system for lifting 
two 44-ton contain on to itself (or in 
reverse) in a m minutes.

Impressive Economies 


From that kind of service, given from 
appropriate points on the trunk haul 
routes direct to building sites or to strate- 
gically placed concentration depots for 
the building trade generally, the railways 
are expecting some impressive savings in 
time and money. Not only the railways, 
in fact, for the London Brick Co. Rave 
made no secret of their satisfaction with 
the new look. ‘There are a lot of prob- 
lems involved in brick transport, but the 
railways are certainly tackling them 
realistically,’ they say. ‘We shall co- 
operate with them to our mutual 
advantage.’ 


Direct road haulage from the brick- 
works is a powerful competitor, but if 
the railways succeed in their present aim 
to add thoroughly modern terminal 
arrangements to the medium and long 
distance rail trunk hauls, which by them- 
selves have always been difficult to beat, 
then it seems likely that the railways wilt 
re-establish themselves in the brick trans- 
port business in a big way. 
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Town and Country Planning Association 
Land Shortage and Planning 


A STATEMENT on planning policy was 
issued by the executive committee of the 
Town and Country Planning Association 
in March and was followed by a deputa- 
tion to the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government. The recent announce- 
ment by the Minister in Parliament has 
prompted Sir Frederic Osborn, chairman 
of the Association’s executive committee, 
to issue a note as a further contribution 
to the discussion. The following draft 
sets out in general terms the trend of the 
Association's policy: 

The Association welcomes the 
Minister’s assurance that green belts will 
be firmly safeguarded. It agrees that this 
means that planning authorities must 
allocate more land for development in 
areas outside the green belts, since the 
growing volume of dispersal (organised or 
spontaneous) cannot be denied. 

There is a danger, however, that the 
need will be seen merely as that of pro- 
viding land for homes for people to 
“commute” across the green belts to 
scattered areas beyond them. This would 
just increase the time and cost of daily 
travel and worsen traffic congestion in the 
cities. 

Raising the density of redevelopment 
within cities would be an even worse 
expedient. It would increase public costs 
(for housing, transport improvements, 
etc.), while seriously depreciating 
rehousing standards. 

It is thus essential that the desirable 
outward movement of population must be 
accompanied by a commensurate reduc- 
tion of employment ‘in the over-concen 
trated centres.’ It is*regretted that the 
Minister’s statemént gave no indication 
that factories and offices will be induced 
to’ move ‘out and new ones steered to 
places where more and more people will 
livé. 

The Association welcomes the Minis- 
ter’s call for more rapid redevelopment of 
the older city areas, which it has always 
urged as necessary for comfort, con- 
venience and efficiency. Britain's towns- 
people should live, work, play, learn and 
travel.in conditions and surroundings 
worthy of.the twentieth century. High 
densities and meagre open spaces would 
defeat this aim, while they could not in 
any case significantly reduce the volume 
of inevitable dispersal. 


Estimating the Requirements 


What is urgent is that, coupled with 
speedy intertial redevelopment, provision 
be.made in towns (existing and new) out- 
side green belts for land for housing, em- 
ployment and other developments ade- 
quate. to the outward movement. The 
Minister should give a positive lead to 
the planning authorities by informing 
them of the amount of population and em- 
ployment their areas should expect to 
receive and should plan for by say 1971 

om the basis of a calculation of the over- 
spill arising from redevelopment and the 
natural increase of population. 

To preclude further sprawl, the plan- 
ning authorities should be asked to allo- 


cate the land needed im and adjoining 
selected small towns or situations suitable 
for new towns. A relatively limited num- 
ber of substantial expansions would be 
preferable to numerous small ones, be- 
cause they would be more economical in 
land and public services, better related 
to employment, and less injurious to 
countryside amenities. 

The quality and speed of these new 
developments will be much affected by 
the choice of agencies to carry them out. 
The Association maintains its belief (now 
supported by experience) that the best 
and most efficient agency is the Govern- 
ment-sponsored development corporation. 
Its use does not preclude extensive par- 
ticipation of private investment and con- 
struction within the main land develop- 
ment. 

An alternative that might be con- 
sidered in some areas is that county coun- 
cils be empowered to undertake the task. 
They already have much of the outlook 
and organisation required, and as plan- 
ning authorities should be competent to 
allocate land for appropriate uses and to 
phase its release for development as 
needed. They would no doubt require 
some extension of powers for the acqui- 
sition, development and management of 
estates. In some places district councils 
have undertaken useful small schemes 
under the Town Development Act, but 
many are unable to carry the initially un- 
remunerative financial outlay, and few 
have the organisation for comprehensive 
development, so that progress under this 
Act is far too slow to meet the need. 


Compensation and Betterment 


This Note does not deal with the vexed 
question of compensation and better- 
ment, on which the Association hopes 
shortly to issue a statement. Good plan- 
ning has, as would be expected, im- 
proved values in many places, while much 
compensation has in fact been paid where 
restrictions have been imovosed: and as 
restrictions (as, for example, in green 
belts) are virtually necessary, our view in 
the past has been that some collection 
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for betterment would be financially (and 
politically) necessary to avoid national 
cheeseparing on compensation. However 
that may be, in the national interest we 
consider that what most matters at the 
moment is the most advantageous siting 
of new developments in order to avoid 
both sprawl and congestion. 


Two points may be made in this con 
nection: (1) The ‘scarcity’ element in 
rising land prices will be reduced if a 
sufficiency of land for housing and other 
purposes is provided for elsewhere than 
in the green belts; (2) Public acquisition 
of land for town exvansions and new 
towns is possible under the Town and 
Country Planning Act 1959 at existing 
use value, and land can be sold or leased 
at its full market value for the new per 
mitted use. By the more general use of 
public acquisition for comprehensive de 
velopment much of the increase in values 
brought about by planning and the pro- 
vision of services could be recouped to- 
wards the public costs incurred, and much 
of the land speculation that arouses public 
resentment avoided. 


Relative Costs 

The Association has long maintained 
that new towns and country-town exten- 
sions, coupled with redevelopment at 
moderate density, are less costly to the 
public in capital expenditure and subsi- 
dies than intensive central redevelop- 
ment. Close attention should be given 
by the Government to the official and un- 
official studies of the alternative costs of 
the two policies. Renewed attention 
should also be given to the preferences 
of people in selecting their own environ- 
ment, as evidenced by surveys and the 
growing demand for owner-occupation, 
and to the trends of population move- 
ment. 


Finally, the wide area over which plan- 
ning studies and policies now have to 
range (especially around the conurba- 
tions) seems to us to necessitate some 
form of regional planning organisation 
in continuous operation. The current 
consideration of local government boun- 
daries must, in the view of the Associa- 
tion, give high place to this factor.

Office Heating 


Various Methods Tested and Compared 


TO SECURE factual..data on the _ per- 
formance and economics of thermal- 
storage block-heaters in comparison with 
other heating systems, eleven office 
premises equipped with fuel-fired central 
heating, direct-acting electric heating, or 
electric floor-heating, were instrumented 
to yield temperature and consumption 
records for one heating season, at the 
end of which block heaters were installed 
for the following season. 


It is concluded from these tests that 
thermal-storage block-heaters are com- 
petitive with any other method of office 
heating; but that savings in consumption 
could be effected by improved methods 


of automatic control, preventing over- 
heating in mild weather; and by means 
to enable the heat-output to be con- 
trolled manually. Large-scale tests on 
methods of control are still in progress. 


The tests themselves and the methods 
used to obtain supplementary data are 
described in ‘Comparative Tests on 
Heating Office Buildings by Thermal- 
storage Block-heaters and Other 
Methods,’ published by the Electricity 
Council.

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Industrial Air Pollution in 1959 
‘Much Justified Complaint’ Against Cement Works 


THE NUMBER of complaints of industrial 
air pollution received by the alkali 
inspectorate in 1959 was one-third more 
than in 1958 and more than double the 
total for 1957. This increase, says the 
96th annual report of the Chief Alkali 
Inspector for England and Wales (Dr. 
J. S. Carter) now published (HMSO, price 
4s.), is a measure of public awareness of 
the nuisance. 

The inspectorate’s task is to ensure 
that air pollution from a great variety of 
industrial processes is reduced to a mini- 
mum. Until 1958 they were mainly con- 
cerned with processes in the heavy 
chemical and allied industries; but in 
1958, as a sequel to the Clean Air Act. 
1956, the scope of the Alkali Act was 
greatly extended to include many other 
operations (for example, iron and steel 
manufacture and electricity production) 
where the control of smoke, grit and dust 
presented problems of special technical 
difficulty. 

Generally speaking, processes have 
been brought under the Act where emis- 
sions are particularly dangerous or offen- 
sive, or for technical reasons and where 
there is particular difficulty of control. 

During 1959, specific complaints con- 
cerning 354 works were investigated, 
mainly at the request of local authorities. 
This compared with 270 in 1958 and 133 
in 1957. The degree of justification for 
complaint varied. < 

Complaints were most numerous 
against gas and coke works (63), ceramic 
works (51), electric power stations (31), 


and iron and steel works (30). There 
were also 15 complaints against particu- 
lar areas, for example, a highly indus- 
trialised area or one of _ intensive 
production. Examples are the Thames- 
side area (cement), Trafford Park area 
(heavy industrial and chemical) the 
Aldridge area (blue brick production) 
and three Pennine areas (limestone 
operations and lime burning). 

By comparison, the number of calls 
for the inspectorate’s help in dealing with 
colliery spoilbanks is steadily decreasing. 
In 1946, 290 visits were paid by the 
inspectorate to or in connection with col- 
liery spoilbanks; in 1949, 200; in 1954, 
107; in 1957, 55; in 1958, 32; and in 
1959, 19. 

‘By and large, the local authorities 
should now be able to deal with this 
form of air pollution,’ remarks the report. 


Cement Works 


The report notes the increase of 
cement production from 10m. tons in 
1958 to almost 12m. tons in 1959, and 
continues : * The combination of 
increased production and the driest 
summer for 200 years led to an accumu- 
lation of dust on buildings and vegeta- 
tion that was both widespread and 
noticeable. Under these circumstances 
it is hardly surprising that there was 
much public complaint, and especially in 
the region of intensive production on 
Thames-side.’ 

After describing the steps taken and 
planned to reduce the pollution from 
cement works the report says that away 


Road Research 


New Safety Track at Crowthorne 


HIGHER SPEEDS, ever-increasing traffic, as 
well as the special problems of motorways 
and other modern roadworks are among 
the many factors which underline the need 
for large-scale practical road research 
facilities. To help in meeting this de- 
mand, a new road safety research track 
is being built at Crowthorne in Berkshire. 
By 1964, the site will also house the en- 
tire road research laboratory of DSIR- 
at present occupying two different centres 
at Harmondsworth, Middlesex, and 
Langley, Buckinghamshire. 

Built at a cost of about £4m., the new 
track is designed for research in traffic 
and safety measures with particular 
emphasis on vehicle behaviour, including 
high speed studies up to 80 mph. It is 
in the form of a figure of eight with a 
large paved area in the centre. The total 
length of the track is about 3 miles, and 
it will contain a number of different test 
sections and also varying types of road 
surfaces. Light and dark coloured sec- 
tions will be used to study the effect of 
colour on visibility with headlamps. Pro- 
vision has also been made for determining 
the effect of various types of street light- 
ing on the visibility of vehicles, cyclists 
and pedestrians. 

One section approached by a banked 


bend will be covered with typical road 
surfacings which can be kept wet by 
means of a built-in watering system, fed 
from a large supply tank. This will per- 
mit high speed skidding and braking 
studies to be made. Beneath another sec- 
tion there is a laboratory with a special 
glass panel let into the surface of the 
track. Photographic studies can thus be 
made of the contact areas of tyres as 
vehicles are driven over it. 


Road Junctions 


A large paved area in the centre of the 
track will be invaluable for investigations 
on the layout of road junctions. These 
will include exveriments on traffic signals, 
trials of new types of vehicle detectors 
and control systems for use at isolated 
junctions and at groups or combinations 
of junctions. Traffic control and the 
nature of the areas reauired for the weav- 
ing of traffic will also be studied. 

Research on the safety aspects of 
vehicles will include: The study of 
vehicle behaviour, particularly during 
emergency braking on different types of 
surfaces using various braking systems 
and components; and a study of vehicles 
running into kerbs of various shapes and 
dimensions. 
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from Thames-side, dust deposition 
related to smaller areas. ‘ Nonetheless,’ 
it continues, ‘much of the complaint was 
justified and dust deposition was evident 
in many places until the end of the dry 
spell.’ The report adds that at some 
works the complaints related to ‘ blebs’ 
often the size of confetti falling within a 
short distance of the chimneys. Their 
cause is rather obscure though the in- 
spectors now have some useful pointers. 


Increase in Hydraulics 
Research 


DSIR Station Enlarged to Meet 
Expanding Programme 


THE HYDRAULICS RESEARCH STATION, DSIR, 
at Wallingford, Berks, is being enlarged to 
accommodate an expanding programme of 
research in both the applied and basic 
fields. This news is given in the Hydrau- 
lics Research Board’s report, published* 
on July 27. The extensions to the Station 
include enlarging the main hall, which 
will be completed later this year. A new 
feature of the main hall will be a wave 
basin 270 feet in length, part of which 
will be devoted to background research 
on coastal erosion, and the remainder to 
investigations of wave disturbance in har- 
bours and allied problems. 

The report of the Director (Mr. F. H. 
Allen, MA, MAI, MICE) describes the 
basic researches carried out and the 
advances made in research techniques. It 
also contains details of practical investi- 
gations into hydraulic problems in many 
parts of the world. 

A particularly interesting technique 
being developed at the Station is a method 
for measuring, by means of fluorescent 
tracers, the rate at which pebbles or sand 
drift along a coastline (littoral drift). A 
knowledge of this rate of drift is of im- 
portance to the coastal engineer, but 
hitherto no generally satisfactory methods 
have been available for determining it. 
The technique employs a tracer material 
(Rhodamine B), which glows under ultra 
violet light, incorporated in artificial 
pebbles or sand grains. Other points from 
the report are: 

New Reservoir for Liverpool.—Alterna- 
tive designs for the proposed reservoir at 
Tryweryn, North Wales—which will pro- 
vide additional water supplies for Liver- 
pool—were studied by model investiga- 
tions. Three forms of bellmouth were 
tested and a modified design has been 
recommended. 

The Newark By-Pass.—The proposed 
Newark by-pass involves re-routing the 
Nottinghamshire section of the Great 
North Road and constructing a new via- 
duct across the River Trent in an area 
subject to flooding. 

Originally nine 40-ft. flood openings 
were proposed, but model investigations 
have shown that six could be eliminated 
without causing an aporeciable increase in 
flood levels. It has been estimated that 
the elimination of these arches wouid 
save about £170,000 on the cost of con- 
struction.

ARGENTINA.—-The Highways Board of 
the Province of Buenos Aires have called 
for tenders for contracting the study, 
planning and building of a road connect 
ing Nueve de Julio, General Viamonte, 
and Junin, at an estimated cost of 500m. 
pesos. 

AUSTRALIA.——A Brisbane real estate firm 
plans to subdivide 1,000 acres of bush and 
farmland in the Redland shire for develop- 
ment as a 4,500 block satellite town. The 
site is on the Old Cleveland-road, about 18 
miles from Brisbane. A company spokes 
man—the firm is a subsidiary of A. F. 
Grant Pty. Ltd.—stated that it was hoped 
development would start within a vear 
but that it was expected the entire scheme 
may take several years to complete. Pro- 
vision will be made for schools, shops, 
churches, parks and light industry. 

AUSTRALIA (VICTORIA).—The Vacuum 
Oil Co. is building a vetrochemicaF plant 
at Altona, at a cost of £23m. 

AUSTRALIA.—Australian Paper Manufac- 
turers will build a paper mill costing up 
to £A3,750,000 near Perth. Western 
Australia. The State Minister for Indus- 
trial Development, Mr. Court, said the 
terms of contract had still to be ratified 
by the State Parliament. He expected the 
mill to be in production by the end of 
1966. It would be built on 400 acres 
of land not far from the Kwinina oil 
refinery. ... A Danish construction firm, 
Christiani and Neilson, has won a con- 
tract to build a big diversion dam costing 
£A2,.900.000 in far north-western 
Australia. It will be built across the Ord 
River and will be the fourth stage in the 
development of the Ord River irrigation 
and power scheme designed to irrigate 
16,000 acres. A pilot farm of 2.000 acres 
is being established in the Ord River 
region. .. . The Victorian State Govern- 
ment is considering the establishment of 
three or four new small universities, the 
Premier, Mr. Henry Bolte, said recently 
at Geelong. A _ university, called the 
Monash, is to be set up at Melbourne. 

BRITISH EAST AFRICA.—The preliminary 
design, together with draft contract 
documents has been prepared by the con- 
sulting engineers to the Uganda Elec- 
tricity Board for a 180 mW hydro-electric 
scheme at Bujagali, 44 miles downstream 
from the Owen Falls project at Jinja. A 
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makers of Robbialac Coloriser paints, 
announce that their exports have risen 
by nearly twenty per cent during the first 
half of 1960 as against the same period 
last year—this despite the fact that the 
Jenson & Nicholson Group factories in 
Australia, Canada, India, Portugal, South 
Africa, East Africa and Pakistan all 
report increased activities in their respec 
tive fields. 

The increase is widely spread over the 
five continents, and it is interesting to 
note that it has been specially marked in 
Asia, in spite of social unrest and 
unsettled economic conditions.

poration. . . . Projects under considera- 
tion include: a $2m. hospital for Seven 
Islands; a $2m. hospital for Amqui; $2m. 
for Maniwaki; a $2m. psychiatric centre 
for Montreal; a $4m. hospital for Baie St. 
Paul; and an institute of technology for 
Three Rivers to cost $6m. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—Road and bridge 
building is to be speeded up with the 
immediate spending of $600,000 on 
several new extensions and 10 road 
bridges. Work on public buildings and 
offices costing $398,000 is also to be 
started. 

KENYA.—A new £l1m. factory is to be 
built at Mombasa, by a Canadian com- 
pany, Aluminium Ltd. A small plant is 
to be built at Dar es Salaam, in Tangan- 
yika. Work is to begin soon on the ten- 
acre site at Mombasa, next to the new 
oil refinery. 

MEXICO.—Various competing plans have 
been drawn up for new steel works to 
enlarge production capacity. The first 
of these is for an extension of the exist- 
ing steel works at Monterrey; the second 
is for a small plant near Durango; the 
third and most elaborate, is for a plant 
at Las Truchas in the State of Michoacan; 
and the fourth is for a plant near Man- 
zanillo itself. It is not yet certain which 
if any of these will have priority. The 
recent decision of the Federal Electricity 
Commission to accept a US $70m. loan 
from a French banking group for the 
construction of a dam and hydro-electric 
system generating up to 400 mW at El 
Infiernillo in Michoacan, would suggest 
that the Federal Government are at least 
thinking of setting up the new steel plant 
in western Mexico. The site of the pro- 
posed Manzanillo steel plant would be 
a mile or two from the port at the village 
of Tapeiztles. The estimated cost of the 
plant is about £10m.; to this should be 
added the cost of building a road to the 
principal deposits at Minatitlan, about 45 
miles distant. Whichever scheme is 
adopted should bring very considerable 
opportunities for British firms... . 
There are plans in hand for the recon- 
struction of the port of Manzanillo. The 
plans show that the work falls into three 
phases: (a) to finish clearing up the mess 
left by the recent hurricane and to re- 
construct and enlarge the principal break- 
water; (b) to dig out a dock to a depth 
of 30 ft. for big vessels in the strip of 
land which at present separates the sea 
and the salt-water lagoon; (c) to extend 
this dock into the lagoon, wall off that 
part of the lagoon closest to the town and 
dredge a deepwater dock in the lagoon 
next to the railway line that runs by the 
edge of the sea. The cost of phase 
(b) is estimated at about £1,100,000 and 
the cost of phase (c) at just over £10m. 
No contracts have yet been placed for 
this work nor any definite arrangements 
made for carrying it out. Work, how- 
ever, will not start until a decision has 
been taken on the construction of the 
steel works. 

NEW ZEALAND.—Plans for the construc- 
tion of a 16-storey office block in Queen- 
street, Auckland, at a cost of £425,000, 
have been announced by the Norwich 
Union Life Insurance Society. 


NIGERIA (EASTERN).——-A new £lm. power 
station to supply electricity to Port Har- 
court and several other towns is to be 
built near Okolima village near Afam, 
and will be operated by natural gas from 
the Afam oilfields. It is expected that 
the power station will go into operation 
in July, 1962. 

SOUTH AFRICA.—A civic centre for the 
south-western Native townships is being 
designed by the town-planning branch of 
the City Engineer’s Department. A pre- 
liminary scheme for the centre will 
include a civic square to accommodate 
government and municipal offices; a shop- 
ping centre; 1 community centre; and an 
entertainment centre. with hotels. cinema 
and restaurants. The initial scheme will 
cover 48 acres. There are proposals for 
an educational centre. a church centre, 
and a hospital centre. The buildings will 
be of modern design, but will be given 
a native character by Bantu designs in 
the panelling and paving, and sculpture 
depicting native life. When complete the 
centre will cover a total area of 371 
acres. 

SOUTH AFRICA (ORANGE FREE STATE). 
The hydro-electric scheme on the Orange 
River forms part of a £100m. project 
which will start before 1963. Planned by 
Dr. H. Olivier, the engineer in charge at 
Kariba, the hydro-electric scheme is esti- 
mated to cost £47m. 

SIERRA LEONE.—Barclays Bank DCO 
reports that the Colonial Development 
Corporation have undertaken to provide 
£2m. by way of loans to the Sierra Leone 
Government for the Guma Valley project. 
The Commonwealth Development 
Finance Company are willing to loan the 
Government £400,000 and the rest of the 
£34m. which is needed to finance the 
whole project will be provided by the 
Government. It is estimated that the 
time required to complete the project is 
four years and the consulting engineers, 
Messrs. Howard Humphreys and Sons, 
Victoria Station House, SW1, have been 
asked to advertise for tenders. 

UGANDA.—Construction is expected to 
commence next year of new premises for 
the Kampala branch of the Standard Bank 
of South Africa. 


Private Building in Nairobi 


PRIVATE BUILDING plans worth £3}m. were 
submitted to Nairobi City Council for 
approval during July. The monthly 
average so far this year has been 
£628,230 compared with £607,682 for the 
same period in 1959. 


Domestic Building in Australia 


THE NUMBER of new dwellings started by 
builders in Australia in the June quarter 
was a record for a three-months’ period. 
Figures released by the Bureau of 
Statistics show that work started on more 
than 4,200 new flats, nearly one-third 
more than the previous quarter’s record 
figure of 2,900 flats. The number of new 
houses started was more than 20,000, the 
highest since the building boom of 1951. 


Canadian Design 

A THREE-DAY ‘ NATIONAL DESIGN CONGRESS,’ 
organised by the National Industrial 
Design Council, is to be held at Stratford. 
Ontario, in September, 1961. Its purpose 
is to stimulate design at all levels of 
industry in Canada and to strengthen the 
position of Canadian manufactured 
exports by improving the quality of their 
design. Architects, town planners, 
designers, manufacturers and retailers 
will be invited to attend and to partici- 
pate in panel discussions. An exhibition 
of Canadian-designed industrial and con- 
sumer goods will be arranged.

NEW ZEALAND.—The Auckland City Council 
will shortly invite tenders for the erection of 
a structural steel building in Auckland.

Grants for Colonial Territories 


£43m. for Development and Research 


A GRANT of £330,000 was made under 
Colonial Development and Welfare Acts 
in June towards the cost of sea defence 
works in BRITISH GUIANA. It was one of 
91 approved grants and loans which 
made £4,754,720 available for schemes to 
benefit Britain’s oversea territories. The 
grants for research totalled £64,258. 
British Guiana received a total of 
£477,942 in six grants, the other five in- 
cluded £83,333 for primary school build- 
ings and equipment. Grants made for 
educational facilities totalled £1,624,845. 
They included £512,560 for the develop- 
ment of African education in NORTHERN 
RHODESIA, two grants totalling £344,750 
for extensions to two halls of residence 
at the University College of RHODESIA 
AND NYASALAND, £200,000 for the con- 
struction and extension of primary and 


intermediate schools in ADEN, and 
£257,957 for the development of African 
education in NYASALAND. 

Grants and loans for road and railway 
developments totalled £967,472, includ- 
ing grants of £245,000 for road improve- 
ment work in NORTH BORNEO; £142,000 
for development of feeder roads in 
the SOUTHERN CAMEROONS; £126,130 for 
major road improvements in MALTA, and 
£123,098 for the continuation of the con- 
struction of the eastern coast road from 
Rosalie to La Plaine in DOMINICA. 

Among the grants totalling £491,175 
for medical and health services and 
medical research was one of £145,946 for 
the construction and equipping of an out- 
patients and operating theatre block for 
the Colonial War Memorial Hospital at 
Suva in FYI. 
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Greenock Development Plan Approved 


GREENOCK Town Council has agreed in 
principle to a £5 million plan by Murray- 
field Real Estate Co. Ltd. for the rede- 
velopment of the town centre. The 
scheme, which requires Secretary of State 
approval, covers 150 shops of varying 
type and 800 dwellings in multi-storey 
blocks. The scheme involves compulsory 
purchase of properties and lease of the 
ground to the developers for 99 years. 

While agreement has been given in 
principle, the acceptance is subject to the 
detailed consideration and approval of 
the plan including questions of rent and 
tenure of property by shopkeepers and 
others. The scheme was approved by the 
Town Council with only four members 
voting for ‘ continued interest’ as against 
acceptance in principle. 


€18m. Flats Project for Edinburgh 


DURING THE next few years 9,000 flats, 
costing about £18m., are to be built in 
Edinburgh. These will replace 4,000 pre- 
fabs which still stand, although it may 
be some years before all are replaced by 
permanent homes. There are 16 sites in 
the city on which there are prefabs and 
of these 14 are owned by the Corporation. 
On these 14 sites flats are to be put up. 
Edinburgh Corporation's Housing Com 
mittee have invited James Miller and 
Ptnrs., Ltd., to redevelop a site at Long- 
stone, and have also asked George 
Wimpey and Co., Ltd., to participate 
mainly in the development of a site at 
Muirhouse.
